Plight of an Appeal. 


CLASH WITH THE KEREN 
HAYESOD DENIED 


Proressor S. Bropersky (Leeds United Hebrew Con- 
eregation) was given a warm welcome when he returned 
to preside at a meeting of the Board of Deputies at Woburn 
House on Wednesday afternoon. There were only some 
forty-five Deputies present. 

Me. D. Brormacner (Vine Court) referred a report in 
THe Jewitsn Curonicrte that the Press Secretary had, suggested 
that the dispersal should ‘continue after the war and he asked 
whether. it was the official attsttude of the Executive”? 

The President, replying in the negative, added that he did not 
think there was any suggestion in that report that it was an 
oficial statement on behalf of the Board. 

The President made suitable reference to the passing of Mr. 
Samuel Clafl, Mr. Dov Hos, and M. Henri Bergson, whom 
he described as one of the outstanding thinkers of the generation, 

[he report of the Executive Committec, which was presented 
by the President, was devoted to a brief survey of the progress 
of the Appeal for evacuation services. Mention was made of 
suggestions that the appeal should be directed also to the 
Dominions. The Committee felt that they could not accede 
to a request for a grant from the Board's Appeal Fund towards 
sclting up residential nurseries in the reception areas 
‘ After referrme to recent events including the victories in 
Africa, and the magnificent achievements of the Greek people, 
with whom he expressed the sympathy of Jewry in the death 
of General Metaxas, the President went on to deal with the 
question of the Board's Appeal. 


The Self-Taxation Proposal 


There had been a reference to some possible alternative 
scheme for raising money on behalf of Jewish evacuation 
a scheme of self-taxation He supposed that the difference 
between the Board's Appeal and the suggested scheme of self- 
taxation would be that self-taxation would be looked upon 
as a uniform payment to be made regularly in some recognised 
manner He suggested that they should concentrate the 
attention upon that which had to be done immediately. The 
work which had to be done—and in particular he would like to 
mention the educational work— was most urgent. Money was 
required at once, and he would lke the Community to know 
that unless it was prepared to respond to this appeal generously 
and immediately, very considerable danger threatened the 
educational and other services which were now rendered to 
children and other evacuees 

He was unable, said the President, to report any ereat 
success for the appeal up to the present. The Community had 
not shown the necessary understanding for speed in this matter. 
It was the duty of every Deputy in the district in which he 
lived to see to it that committees were organised and that the 
work was taken in hand at once. This appeal could only 
be a success if there was a personal contact established with 
those people who ought to contribute. 

Dealing with the “ clash ” between the Deputies’ Appeal and 
that of the Keren Havesod, Professor Brodetsky declared that 
in fact, there was was no clash. If there should be a clash 
it would be due to the sluggish way in which the Community 
had reacted to the Board's appeal. UH was, of course, clear 
that no appeal could monopolise the whole of the Community's 
attention, and while, naturally, he would not like trom the 
Chair to say anything which might give the impression of 
support or propaganda on behalf of a Zionist or a Palestinian 
Appeal, he would like to say that he saw no reason whatever 
why one should imagine that there was any clash between the 
two appeals. The Board's appeal was launched many weeks 
ago, while the Keren Hayesod had not yet effectively begun. 
Their objects were two different objects, both of which were 
in his opinion, of great importance, and he sincerely hoped that 
nobody would be affected by this supposed clash between two 
appeals. 


Orthodox Internees in Canada 


In the discussion, Mr. H. A. Goonoman (Adath Israel), 
pointed out that the Aliens’ Committee had last met as tar 
back as October 30. He raised the question of the internees 
in Canada and Australia, and said he hoped they would not 
be forgotten men. He also referred in terms of bitter com- 
ae - the question of the orthodox refugees in the Canadian 

amp B.

Mr, Isaac Lanpau (United Synagogue) described the state of 
afiairs to which Mr, Goodman referred as shocking and sub- 
mitted that it was a cardinal question which ought to be taken 
up at once. 

Mr. Isratt Conen (Golders Green) asked whether this was 
the first time that the Report referred to by’Mr. Goodman had 
been brought to the knowledge of the Executive Committee? 

Capt. H. Espira (West London Synagogue) urged that the

A PALESTINE ARMY 
CORPS ? 


Lord Halifax's Statement 


The acceptance by the British Government of a Palestine 
Army Corps on the same footing as those of the Dominions 
was foreshadowed by Lord Halifax, the new British 
Ambassador to the United States, in an interview with 
American Press representatives this week, states a Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency message from Washington. He also 
indicated that a statement might be expected shortly con- 
cerning Britain’s war aims with regard to Palestine. | 
Lord Halifax said that the British Government was giving 
serious consideration ” to the readjustment of its admints- 
trative policy in Palestine and to the acceptance of a Palestine 
Army Corps on an equal footing with those of the Dominions. 
"1 do not know,” he added, “ what stage the discussions have 
reached im recent weeks. 

The Ambassador went on to say that he expected to make 
a statement shortly about Britain's war aims regarding Pales- 
tine, but added: “ We regard our first war aim as winning 
the war. 

The J.T.A. has been informed, on inquiry, both by the 
Colonial Othice and the Jewish Agency for Palestine that they 
are unable for the present to make any comment on Lord 
Halifax's statement. 


WHAT NAZIS’ “NEW ORDER” 
MEANS 


Rumania’s Bitter ‘Lesson 


In the space of a few weeks, the Nazi tmvaders of 
Rumania have succeeded in throwing the country into a 
state of chaos, thus demonstrating what their New Order 
in Europe means for the people in general and for the 
Jews in particular. Ever since the arrival of German 
troops and the Gestapo, intrigue has followed intrigue m 
Rumania, until the extreme sections of the Iron Guard, 
aided by Transylvanian German Nazis and certain army 
garrisons, were persuaded to organise their rebellion 
against General Antonescu and to attempt to form a purely 
Iron Guard Government. 

What precisely the Germans hoped to gain from the rebellion, 
bevond the” weakening of Rumanian authority and the 
strengthening of their own grip on the country, ts still a 
mystery, since there appears to have been -lutle difference 
between the external and internal policy of General Antonescu 
and the demands of the rebels 

In one respect, however, the Nazis scored a complete suc- 
cess. They succeeded in persuading the rebels to, organise the 
pogroms, which have. cost the Jews over 700 lives. Another 
7.000 Jews were injured, 2,000 of them seriously. And now, 
after the suppression of the rebellion, General Antonescu and 
his partisans are doing all in their power to convince the 
Nazis that they; too, mean to conduct a vigorous campaign 
against the JewS and Communists. 


THE HORRORS OF BUCHAREST 
Jews “ Ritually Slaughtered ”’ 


Dozens of Rumanian Jews—women and children as well 
as men—were literally burned alive by Iron Guard rebels 
during the Bucharest pogroms last week. Over 200 others 
were foully. massacred in a slaughter-house. So declares 
an eve witness account published in the Dairy TELEGRAPH 
AND MorninG Posr, which states that apart from those 
burned to death in hundreds of buildings to which rebel 
Guards set fire, Jews were beaten senseless in the streets, 
robbe® then doused with petrol and set on fire. 

Perhaps the most horrifying single episode of the pogrom, 
says the report, was the “ kKasher ” butchering of more than 
200 Jews in a municipal slaughter-house. The Jews, who had 
been rounded up after several hours of Iron Guard raids, 
were put into trucks and carried off to the slaughter-house. 

There Greenshirts forced them to undress and led them to 
chopping blocks where they cut their throats iffa_ horrible 
parody of Shechita. Tiring of this sport after a few score had 
been slaughtered, 40 to SO armed legionaries, mad with hate, 
beheaded the rest with axes and knives.

AN INFAMOUS ORDER 


Orthodox Internees Penalised 
in Canada 


A copy has come into my hands (writes a Jewisna 
CHRONICLE representative) of a communication which has 
been issued by the Assistant Director of Internment Opera- 
tions in Canada which throws glaring light on the attitude 
which has been adopted by him towards Orthodox internees 
in internment camp “ B.” whose religious scruples do not 
permit of their working on the Sabbath Day. 

The contents of this document reveal the various impedi- 
ments and hardships which have been put in the path of those 
who wish to observe the Sabbath, and, because of its absolute 
authenticity—the copy of the original communication was 
brought over from Canada by an internee—it supplies com- 
plete corroboration of the allegations on the subject which 
have been made by some of the internees back from Canada. 
it is a matter which calls for immediate investigation 

‘It is becoming increasingly evident,” the document begins, 
2 thas the group of Orthodox Jews do not propose to adapt 
themselves to the circumstances in which they are placed, and 
that there is a distinct lack of co-operation on their part 

* It is not proposed to adopt any procedure which will create 
hardship for the members.of the Guard company or the Camp 
Headquarters personnel. Strictly speaking, under existing

DEVELOPMENTS IN JEWISH 
ADULT EDUCATION 


Talks in Public Air-Raid Shelters 


Shortly after the Board of Education had issucd an important 
circular stressing the part that the education service should 
play in maintaining nationai life during the heavy winter months, 
Mr. Myer Domnitz, Organising Secretary of the Council for 
Jewish Adult Education, spent some time in preparing a com- 
prehensive plan to provide facilities for every type of adult 
education to mect the needs of the Jewish Community. 


As a result, the Council can announce certain schemes, details 
of which are being sent to all reception areas and main Jewish 
centres. The Council wili work in close contact with leading 
communal organisations 

The first scheme includes courses of popular talks, both 
Jewish and general, for every type of Jewish centre, London, 
Provincial and reception area. here possible, these will be 
given by expert tutors otherwise suitable material will be sent 
as a basis of the work of discussion circles. The Council are 
particularly anxious to extend the courses on Jewish affairs 
and civics. 

The Ministry of Information, it is stated, welcome oppor- 
tunities of supplying these discussion circles, wherever estab- 
lished, with detailed studies on the war, and also of providing 
speakers where possible’ The Council, through the Ministry 
and regional officers, can undertake to show M.O.1. fhims. 


Another scheme deals with air-raid shelter life. The Council 
was invited by the London Region of the M.O.1. to make its 
contribution towards ameliorating shelter problems, and through 
the co-operation of the L.C.C. it is now in a position to arrange 
popular talks in the public shelters. 

Mr. Domnitz has himself made a start with this second 
scheme by giving two parallel series of talks on (a) | 
Jewish Contribution—What the World owes to Jews and 
Judaism,” and (b) “ Civics—Democracy at work in Peace and 
War.” He has beceun these talks in a large North London 
shelter. 

The Council will be glad to consider organising talks on 
various themes at other shelters, in consultation with the local 
borough official in charge All inquiries should be addressed 
to Mr. Myer Domnit7, Organising Secretary of the Council.

JEWS’ COLLEGE ANNUAL 
MEETING 


Question on Financial Future 


In the absence of the Chief Rabbi, the President (who 
was suffering from influenza), the annual meeting of Jews’ 
College on Sunday, at Woburn House, Upper Woburn 
Place, was presided over by Mr. Ralph Pinto, the Treasurer. 

Mr. Pinto, in moving the adoption of the report (extracts 
from which appeared recently in THe JewtsH CHronicie) and 
accounts, said there were many projects which people had 
brought forward and would like to bring forward, but this 
was not a proper time for making an appeal for money. They 
hoped that their finances would be managed as well in the 
current year as they were in the last. The speaker paid a 
tribute to the Secretary, Mr. M yn + for his work. 

Questioned on the financial future of the College, Mr. Pinto 
said it was hoped that the accounts would very nearly balance 
next year. The only big uncertainty was with regard to the 
building in which they were partners. They could not hope 
that the letting was going to improve, and if there was a 
bigger deficit on the building then, of course, the College would 
have to bear its share. Otherwise, he thought the estimate 
could fairly safely be made that the income would balance 
the expenditure for the present year. 

Ten members of the Council were clected under the pro- 
visions of Law viii of the constitution, anti “ appointed mem- 
bers “ were named under the provisions of Laws viii and 1x. 

In proposing a vote of thanks to the Hon. Officers and 
Council Mr M. Nemeth, President of Jews’ College Union 
Society, said that the responsibility which lay on those who 
undertook to direct the affairs of such a College had increased 
considerably within recent years, since the tragic closing of all 
the great ‘centres of Hebrew learning and research on the 
Continent, which had left Jews’ College the only institution 
of its kind in Europe. The harassing conditions of the past 
year made that responsibility even greater, and they could con- 
gratulate the Council on the excellent way in. which they had 
fulfilled those onerous duties. 

The students, on their part, had also realised the respon- 
sibility which events had assigned to them. Many of them 
were doing execilent work in the evacuation areas, and they 
had also taken part in welfare work in the large shelters and 
for the Jewish homeless of London. 

In responding on behalf of the Hon. Officers, the Rev. 


-Ephraim Levine said there never was a time in its history 


when the relationship between the Executive of the College 
and the members of the staff and the students was more cordial 
than it was to-day. 

A vote of thanks to the Ladies’ Auxiliary, the Hon. Medical 
Officer (Dr. J. Snowman), and the Hon. Solicitors (Messrs. 
Morley. Shirreff and Co., and Messrs. Adler and Perowne) 
was accorded. 


SERVICE IN THE AIR FORCE 


Children of Foreign Parents 


It will be recalled that recently Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P. 
received an assurance, in reply to personal representations, that 
British sons of one or both foreign parents can now join the 
Air Force “ without any difficulty being placed in their way 
on grounds of foreign parentage.” 

Since then, Mr. Laski has taken up the case of a young girl 
who was moved from her position at the Air Ministry because 
her father, although a British soldier in the last war, was not 
born British. As a result, her case was re-examined, and 
the private secretary to the Air Minister has written to Mr. 
Laski informing him of this, and adding that the objection to 
her employment on the particular duties concerned has been 
withdrawn.

INTERNEES 


Progress With Releases 
FIGURES AT JANUARY 18 


On Wednesday in last week, Mr. Eomunp Harvey (Ind., 
English Universities) asked the Home Secretary the numbers 
of interned aliens released from internment under the different 
categories provided in the White Paper up to the latest con- 
venient date; and the number of men and women still interned. 

Mr. Peake (Under-Secretary of State, Home Office): 
number of releases authorised under the White Paper pro- 
cedure up to the end of last week was 9,816. I will circulate 
the figures for each category in the Official Report. Approxi- 
mately 7,000 men and. 3,000 women are still interned in this 


Mr. Harvey : Will the figures include the interne®s in the 


Mr. Peake: No, Sir. The figures I have given are of people 
interned in this country. Approximately 6,000 internees have 
been sent overseas. 

Mr. Harvey: How many of the internees sent overseas have 
been released? 

Mr. Peake: I am afraid I could not say at the moment. 

Miss Ratusone (Ind., English Universities): May we have, 
in the course of the proceedings, particulars of the internees 
released ? 

Mr. Peake: I will make some inquiries and see whether that 
can be done.

THE SLUR OF INTERNMENT 


Sir I. Atpery (Con., Gravesend) asked the Home Secretary 
whether he is aware that there is much anxiety among friendly 


aliens who are still in internment lest their continued intern- 


ment should prejudice their reputation and future in the eyes 
of the authorities, the public, and prospective employers; and 
whether His Majesty's Government can give any assurance 
which would allay this anxicty. 

Mr. Peake: It has been stated on several occasions that the 
general measures of internment which it has been necessary to 
take in the interests of national security were of a precaution- 
ary character and that they were not intended to make, and 
did not in fact make, any reflection on any loyal and friendly 
alien who was interned in pursuance of general directions. I 
gladly reaffirm that this is still the attitude and the considered 
view of His Majesty's Government. Under a scheme which 
involves scrutiny of each case _ individually somg Persons 
necessarily obtain their release earlier than others, and the 
fact that one internee is released before another does not imply 
that he is more loyal or reliable than the man whose release 
is deferred. Except in the case of persons detained on security 
grounds personal to themselves, internees not yet released have 
no reason to fear that their reputation or future will be 
prejudiced by their continued internment. 

Mr. Lipson (Con., Cheltenham): Can my hon. friend say by 
what date he hopes to be able to say that no friendly and 
loyal alien is still detained? 

Mr. Peake: We are making very rapid progress, and as I 
informed the hon. Member for the Combined English Univer- 
sities (Mr. Harvey), over 10,000 aliens have already been 


released. 
CANADIAN INTERNEES 


Mr. Weocwoopo (Lab., Newcastle-under-Lyme) asked the 
Home Sccretary what progress has been reported from Canada 
since Mr. Paterson arrived in that country; how many cases 
have now been re-examined by him; how many internees had 
volunteered for the Pioneer Corps, and the number of those 
accepted; what is the position of those refugees who could 
not be taken int@ the Pioneer Corps for medical reasons; and 
whether Mr. Patérson has also arranged for the retufn to 
England of those persons whose release has been authorised. 


Me. H. Morrison: One hundred and seven volunteers for . 


the Pioneer Corps and 131 internees who appeared to be 
eligible for release under other categories of the White Paper 
have already returned to this country under arrangements which 
I authori Mr. Paterson to make. In addition, 51 men w 


release I had specifically authorised have been sent back to 
this country. Internees who are found unfit for tie Pioneer 
Corps on medical grounds are eligible for consideration 
the Tribunal set up for the purposes of the new Category 

of the White Paper which I announced on November 26. 


ALIENS’ LABOUR PERMITS 
Minister’s Figures 

Mr. Parker (Lab.. Romford) asked the Minister of Labour 
the number of citizens of each allied country and of German, 
Austrian, and Italian nationality, respectively, now available 
for suitable work in this country, and the number who have 
been placed in work.

WIRELESS SETS FOR FRIENDLY ALIENS 


[By our Lobby Correspondent] 


A much-appreciated step has been taken by the Home Secre- 
tary in permitting friendly Germans and Austrians again to 
possess ordinary wireless receiving sets. It has added much to 
the isolation of those people during the war that they have 
been prohibited from even ob me the British news. The with- 
drawal at last of the restriction, which Mr. Morrison announced 
in reply to a question by Colonel Wedgwood last week, will 
be received with special gratification. I am told in official 
quarters that some 60,000 people are affected by the concession. 


DETENTION UNDER REGULATION I18B 


Solicitude for Detenus 


Mr. Sroxes (Lab., Ipswich) asked the Home Secretary in

Mr. H. Morrison: As my hon. friend is aware, certain 
particulars of the action taken under this Regulation are given 
m. the reports submitted monthly to Parliament. To obtain 
the additional particdlars for which he asks would involve the 
expenditure of considerable time and would interfere with the 
urgent work of dealing with the recommendations of the Com- 
mittees, and I hope, therefore, that I shall not be pressed for 
this information. As my hon. friend, the Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary of State, indicated in answer to a question 
yesterday, rapid progress is being made in the review of these 
cases, and already over 600 persons have been released from 
detention. 

Mr. Stokes: Are we to understand that there is now no 
delay in arriving at a decision once a recommendation has been 
received from the Advisory Committee? 

Mr. Morrison: I most certainly say that there is no unreason- 
able delay. I¢ all depends upon what the hon. Member means 
by “no delay.” He and I may differ about that, but there ts 
no unreasonable delay. - 

Mr. McGovern (1.L.P., Shettleston, Glasgow): Can _ the 
Minister state the number of cases in which recommendations 
have been made for release and release has been opposed by the 
Home Office? 

Mr. Morrison: That ts contained in my report to the House. 
There have been a certain number of cases in which the Com- 
mittee has recommended release and | have. disagreed. 

Mr. Ruys Davies (Lab., Westhoughton) asked the Home 
Secretary whether he will arrange that every person arrested 
under Regulation 18b shall receive particulars of the charge 
against him in writing within 24 hours of his arrest; that he 
should be brought before the tribunal within 28 days: that he 
shall have the right to be legally represented: and that, where 
he has no means, he shall be afforded legal assistance and 
representation at the hearing. 

Mr. Morrison: A person detained under Regulation 18b as 


a preventive measure is not charged with any specific off 

but he is furnished at the time of his arrest with a copy 

the Detention Order, which — ‘upon which the 
grounds mentioned in the Regulation his detention has been 
ordered. As regards the second part of the question, I am 
in full sympathy with my hon. friend's desire that there shall

it will be possible for the interval between the date of the 
lodging of objections against the order of detention and of 
the hearing to approximate more closely to the period “4 
gested in the question. This must, however, mecessari 
depend upon the number and character of the cases to be 
heard. As regards the third part of the question, I dealt with 
the subject of legal representation at some length in the course 
of the debate on December 10. I have carefully reconsidered 
the matter since then, but I have seen no reason to modify 
the views which | then expressed. 
Mr. Lipson: Would it be possible for my right hon. friend 
to publish or present to the House in any other way one 


giving some indication of the type of information which 
given? 
Mr. Morrison: I will consider that suggestion. 


PALESTINIANS IN GERMANY 


Captain Srreicktanp (Con., Coventry) asked the Under- 
Secretary of State for the Colonies whether, in view of the 
privations suffered by women and children, members of Pales- 
tinian families detained in Germany, he will expedite as far 
as possible an interchange of such persons with German women 
and children at present detained in Palestine. 

Mr. Georce Hatt (Under-Secretary for the Colonies): Yes, 
Sir. Action is already being taken, as the result of which it 
is hoped through the good offices of the United States Embassy 
soon to effect an exchange of such women and children on a 
reciprocal basis. 

Captain Strickland: Could my hon. friend indicate what 
length of time he anticipates will pass before these people are 
released? 

Mr. Hall: © am afraid not. Rather long and protracted 
negotiations have been going on about this matter, and it ts 
impossible to give anything like a date, but the negotiations are 
proceeding as speedily as possible. 


Mr. Wedgwood asked the Under-Secretary of State for the 
Colonies why no Jews are being given permits to enter Pales- 
tine in view of the fact that the food products of Palestine can 
no longer be exported. 

Mr. Hall: The decision that no immigration quota should 
be issued for the current six months’ period was taken partly 
on the ground that. under present conditions prospective legal 
immigrants can seldom reach Palestine within the period con- 
templated for their absorption in the economic life of the 
country; and partly in the light of the difficult economic 
conditions and widespread unemployment caused by the war.

The Palestine Movement 


AMERICAN ZIONISTS TO RAISE 
$12,000,000 


An Appeal to Great Britain 
THE “ULTIMATE AIM” FOR PALESTINE 


“ All-out support” for the Jewish Homeland was urged 
at the National Conference in Washington, U.S.A., last 
week-end, for the United Palestine Appeal, which was 
attended by 1,500 delegates. 

Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver, Chairman of the United Palestine 
Appeal, announced that the Zionist Budget for Palestine had 
been fixed at $13,640,000, of which six millions were for the 
Keren Kayemeth (Jewish National Fund) and the remainder 
for the Jewish Agency. Of this total, American Jewry was 
expected to raise twelve millions. 

In his opening address, Rabbi Silver called on American Jews 
to place themselves on a war footing in the same way as other 
peoples, to preserve and defend the Jewish National Home. He 
stressed the inadequacy of Jewish American § contributions 
towards solving the Jewish problem. Faced with the war- 
time tragedies, he said, the Jewish survival could not be 
assured with those doses of traditional philanthropy. 

5 ay to the war efforts of the Yishuv, Rabbi Silver said 
that the Jews were standing loyally by the side of Great 
Britain, but the Jews also had a moral right to ask Great 
Britain to stand loyally by their side and help them to solve 
the problem of Jewish national survival in their Homeland. 
A Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine, he declared, was the 
ultimate aim, Jews preferring to be included within the system 
of a free British Commonwealth. 

The Jewish Community of the United States, knowing that 
the battle for Britain was being waged on many fronts, should 
throw into the sphere of the conflict in Palestine every resource 
which would buoy up the defenders of the Homeland as the 
hour of their trial drew near, he concluded. Through that 
Conference they would demonstrate their unity with the forces 
of right in a struggle from which only justice could emerge 
the victor. 

Other speakers included Mr. Charles J. Rosenbloom, 
Treasurer of the United Palestine Appeal; Rabbi Isracl Gold- 
stein, President of the Jewish National Fund of America; 
Rabbi Solomon Goldman, of the Administrative Committee of 
the Zionist Organisation of America; and Mr. Louis Lipsky, 
a member of the Executive of the Jewish Agency. , 

A_ resolution was adopted urging the establishment of a 
Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine. Other resolutions supported 
* all-out ” aid for Britain on the part of America. criticised the 
Churchill Government's failure to abrogate the White Paper 
policy in Palestine, and urged the eradication of all racial, 
religious, and national discriminations after the war, reports 
the J.T.A. 

Messages of encouragement were read from President Roose- 
velt, Mr. Cordell Hull, Colonel Knox, and Governor Herbert 
H. Lehman. Prominent representatives of the Government 
urged that an end should be put to the policy of “ appease- 
ment,” restricting immigration and colonisation in Palestine. 


Dr. Weizmann Going To America 


A message from Dr. Chaim Weizmann, President of the 
Jewish Agency and of the World Zionist Organisation, empha- 
sised that funds were needed to prepare for post-war expan- 
sion im Palestine: as well as present needs. Dr. Weizmann 
aneee that he would be coming to America in a few weeks’ 

me. 

Mr. Neville Butler, British Minister in Washington, sent a 
message in which he stated that the danger that seemed to 
menace Palestine had been thrust well into the background, 
and the forces defending it were increasing in strength all 
the time. “ With the help of American Jewry,” he continued, 
“ Palestine, | special care and ours, can look forward to 
a future as bright as any that lies ahead.” 

Messages were also received from Mr. L. S. Amery, Secretar 
of State for India, Lord Cecil, Viscount Samuel, Lord Snell, 
and the Duke of Devonshire.

HABONIM’S ANNUAL CONFERENCE 


New Trends in the Work 


AGRICULTURAL GROUPS AND HOSTELS 


Habonim held its annual Pegisha at the Youth House, 
Leeds, last week. Representatives were present from 
London, Leeds, Liverpool, Manchester, Hull, Glasgow, and 
Sunderland; from H.M. Forces; Kibbutz Habonim Kent, 
Kvuzath Habonim Suffolk, Bathe Habonim Devon, and 
from various reception areas. 

The opening session, at which Mr. M. Margolis presided, 
dealt with the work of Vatikim. Mr. A. Pearlman outlined the 
future work for the Vatikim, which, he said, showed the ever- 
increasing chalutzic direction of the movement. Mr. I. Morris 
said that their work must be strengthened in view of the new 
tasks confronting the Vatikim by being chalutzim both in this 
Community and in the building up of Palestine. 

Mr. Harold Behr, who is serving in the Forces, was Chair- 
man of the Hebrew session, which has become an annual 
feature of Habonim conferences. Mr. M. Bialy, of Leeds, read 
a paper on “ The Hebrew Work of Habonim,” and many mem- 
bers took part in the Hebrew discussion which followed, show- 
ing a great development in the standard of Hebrew since last 
ear’s conference, in spite of the difficulties of study creafed 
y war conditions. It was resolved to form new Hebrew classes 
wherever they did not yet exist. The wish was expressed that 
future Pegishoth should be conducted entirely in Hebrew. 

The session on Organisation was directed by the Ba-Koach, 
Mr. Joseph Gilbert. He spoke of the difficulties with regard 
to personnel and finance, and stressed the achievements of 
Habonim in spite of those difficulties. Miss Olga Braham 
reported on the organisational situation of the movement, and 
said that the fact of the “ Blitz having caused some disloca- 
tion demanded redoubled efforts to maintain contact with the 
central office. 

A later session was devoted to the actual work with Bonim 
throughout the country. The Chairman was Mr. B. Rosenthal. 

Professor S. Brodetsky, in an address, stressed the import- 
ance of the Habonim Hostel Scheme for the education of a 
new- Jewish generation in this country 


Development of Agricultural Group 


Mr. M. Margolis described the development of the agricul- 
tural group at Chivers Farm, Suffok, of the group's change 
since they began in Lincolnshire, and of the opportunities for 
the study of different branches of tbeir work. He stressed 
the need of a systematic education in the Chavuroth for 
Hachsharah, so that Chaverim would be prepared to meet the 
difficulties and fit in with the new type of life. There would 
be room, he said, in the near future for a further number of 
Chaverim to join the group, and it was hoped that some from 
the Provinces would do so. 

Miss Lily Beyrack read a paper on the work of Bonim in 
the towns, reception areas, and hostels. Although some 
hundreds of children had been organised in the reception areas, 
in spite of the lack of finance, this was only a part of the task, 
and the training of suitable leaders for the formation of new 
groups was to A undertaken intensively. The movement, she 
said, would not retain its old form now that work in towns 
had become increasingly difficult, but would be a chain of 
groups of different sizes and age-groupings throughout the 
country. She described also the way in which in a few weeks 
children in the Habonim Hostels had acquired a completely 
new idea of Jewish life—how a full and traditional under- 
standing of Judaism was combined with a love for Palestine 
and the desire for a knowledge of Hebrew. 

Dr. Z. Goldstone, the medical and educational supervisor of 
the hostels, spoke on the organisation of the life in the hostels, 
stressing the part which the Madrichim, the leaders of the 
children, had to’ play in taking the place of the parents towards 
the children. 

At the closing session, Mr. C. Gillis, of Sunderland, presided. 
Mr. B. Rosenthal read a paper on Palestine and the Jewish 
people during the last 25 years. 

Messages of greeting were sent to the Histadruth on its 20th 
anniversary and to the Anglo-Balti Kibbutz, the first Kibbutz 
of Habonim in Palestine. A message expressing the apprecia- 
tion of the movement was sent to Mrs. I. M. Sieff for her 
help which had enabled the establishment of the hostels in 
Devon. Resolutions were adopted pledeing the support of 
the movement for the Jewish National Fund and the Keren 
Hayesod Youth Campaign. 

In order to assure the constant contact of all sections of the 
movement, 21 members were co-opted to the Merkaz.

* A.R.P. WEEK ” IN TEL-AVIV 


“ A.R.P. Weck ” was opened in Tel-Aviv on Monday by the 
Mayor, Mr. Israel Rokach, who, in addressing a press con- 
ference, stressed the urgent necessity of enrolling a further 
30,000 A.R.P. wardens. 

Mr. Rokach said that up to the present the city had spent 
the sum of £25,000 on air-raid precautions and 6,000 people 
were now serving.

DEPORTEES ARRIVE AT MAURITIUS 


The 1,634 “ illegal’ immigrants who were deported from 
Palestine in the s.s. Atlantic have arrived safely at Port 
Louis, Mauritius, it is learned in Jerusalem, says the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency. 

|Mauritius, a British possession, is an island with an area 
of about 700 square miles in the Indian Ocean, 550 miles east 
of Madagascar, which itself lies off the east coast of Africa. 
It is approximately 3,500 miles by sea from Palestine] 


Protest in the U.S.A. 


_ The American Emergency Committee for Zionist Affairs 
issued a protest against the deportation of the refugees in the 
s.s. Atlantic as soon as the news of the deportation order was 
received in the U.S.A. ‘ 

“ Our very concern over the integrity of the British cause— 
which is the cause of world democracy—and its ultimate 
triumph,” says the protest, “compels us to speak out when 
acts of British officials do violence to those principles of 
ustice, humanity, and international morality for which Britain 
as drawn the sword. 

“ Our fundamental attitude towards the war for civilisation 
and our will to extend the maximum aid to Great Britain 
remain unaltered. But while giving Britain every possible co- 
operation we cannot allow such violation of elementary rights 
to go unchallenged. The voice of humanity may not be stifled 
even in the midst of war, nor can victory be achieved at the 
sacrifice of the rights of the Jewish people to soil and security,”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE TOKEN 


“And the blood shall be to you for a token upon the 
houses where ye are.” 


LOOD on human dwelling places! Fear, pain, death, 

bereavement, sorrow—the sanguinary sign is the sure 

token of them all. It is the mark of the primeval 
beast in man, when our humanity has failed. It is thé 
lurid smudge on every page of history. It is the stain 
that sullies our noblest escutcheons. Will it never be 
cleansed from off mankind's habitation? Will Cain never 
be a true brother to Abel? 

Blood on the Jewish homes! . A er and chequered 
history, an endless agony drawn out through centuries 
that merge into millennia; a titanic struggle for Life when 
the whole world says “Die”; an unequal, heroic battle 
for Ideals issuing from flame-wrapt Sinai, which even now 
the human mind and heart can hardly understand—the cruel 
blood-splash is the summary of it all as it streaks across 
each page of the Jewish story. Will Jewish homes ever 
be free from the bloodshed of the pogrom-maker? 


yy How long, O Lord! ” was the Psalmist’s agonised query. 

In that remote age, endurance was approaching break- 
ing-point. What shall we say to-day? The present welter 
of blood threatens not one section, not one people, not 
one race of the world, but all mankind. A number of 
“near misses” has caused our top-heavy modern Tower 
of Babel to lean perilously. Must we wait for the “ direct 
hit” which will send our Civilisation crashing into 
irretrievable ruin? 

“The waters are come in unto my soul,” cried Israel's 
ancient bard. Since then the waters menacing Jewish exist- 
ence have not receded, but seem to have risen higher still. 
Under the Black Swastika millions of our brethren face 
annihilation: under the Red Sickle millions are being de- 
Judaised. How long can even Jewish endurance hold out? 
Our numbers decline with alarming rapidity. Is it not a 
fight against time? 


HERE is one aspect, however, of the problem that is 
somewhat reassuring, namely, that it is not funda- 
mentally new. It was already realised by our forefathers 
in Egypt. The sojourn in the land of the Nile had taught 
our ancestors much—just as this war has taught us much. 
In truth the lessons are highly similar. In the House of 
Bondage Israel learnt to prize Freedom, to thirst for an 
ethical Law of. Life, to yearn for an independent National 
Home. Providence is recapitulating the lessons. To-day, 
we too are fighting for Freedom—both individual and 
national. To-day, too, we are ‘striving for the triumph 
of those ethical and spiritual values we call Right over 
the aggressive materialism of Might. As in Egypt, the 
forces of aggression and persecution are foredoomed to 
destruction. The seed of their undoing is within them- 
selves. They carry their own death warrant: although 
inevitably some time—seemingly long to us, yet infinitesi- 
mally short when measured by the wons of evolutionary 
processes—must elapse before the victory of Liberty and 
Justice is established. The plagues will run their course 
for Hitler as for Pharaoh. Those who have faith will not 
doubt the ultimate issue, though the wise will refrain from 
prophesying "TW33 P55 prematurely. But what of the 
That is the supreme problem. That is where 
humanity has repeatedly failed. losing the fruits of its 
suffering in the state of apathy that ensues upon the declara- 
tion of peace. We forget all too soon. Aninesia is the 
most distressful and fatal human malady. 


HERE is only one hope. We must do what our ancestors 
were enjoined to do in Egypt. Whilst they were still 
in bondage, whilst death and hate still stalked beside them, 
they were bidden make the blood a symbol of redemp- 
tion: “and the blood shall be to you for a token upon 
the houses where ye are... and there shall no plague 
be upon you to destroy you.” We must act in the same 
spirit. Whilst the bombs are still falling and the mangled > 
bodies of innocent men, women. and children are still 
writhing, we must begin to plan a World Order from which 
war will be for ever banished. Whilst we are still pain- 
fully and tragically conscious of the evils of totalitarianism, 
of unethical government, of the oppressions of minorities, 
of religious persecution. of racial discrimination, the 
Democracies must seriously and conscientiously plan the 
prevention Of these grim abuses in the future. Prevention 
is well within human ingenuity and power. Only the spirit 
has been lacking in the past. But in this dark hour the 
spirit of a nobler conception of life and human co-opera- 
tion glows within us. By its light and warmth Democracy 
must plan and construct for the Peace Ideal with the same 
foresight, energy. and courage as for the war. 


ANP as for ourselves, the People of Israel, we too have 
much to learn from our present blood-agony. Events 
have demonstrated beyond all doubt and cavil that we are 
a people with an individual historic destiny. Our suffer- 
ing is like no other suffering, because our life is like that 
of no other people. The absorption policy of our weak- 
kneed brethren represents not merely a betrayal of our 
past and future. but is even in the present both abortive 
and dangerous. We are what we are before God and man: 
and as such, without fear or favour, we must continue, in 
our Own interests and in the interest of total human civilisa- 
tion, to live and strive. We are a nation like every other 
nation; and like other peoples we need a National Home. 
The indignity and tragedy of Jewish homelessness must 
cease; vagabonds are universally despised and ill-treated. 
In exile our Faith is degenerating into a intless 
agglomeration of ununderstood ritual. Rebirth -in Eretz 
Yisrael, though temporarily marked by religious laxity, will 
eventually witness a renaissance of the prophetic spirit in 
religion. In the Ghetto our culture had almost become 
fossilised. In freedom it will flourish again, as the initial 
burgeoning already shows, and bear precious fruit for both | 
the Jew and the world. 
_ Let the blood, therefore, be a sign unto us. Let us take 
its lessons to heart now, whilst the blood still flows. In 
the black-out let us plan for the dawn, lest when day comes 
we forget. They who sow in tears will live to reap in joy.

TRAINING REFUGEES 
Government’s Changed Policy 


Employment of persons of noa-British nationality, and 
particularly Germans, Austrians, and Czechs who came to 
this country as refugees, was forbidden until November, 
1939. Since then employment has been permitted. 

_ But it must be said (writes a Jewish CHRonicLe representa- 
tive) that the employment exchanges did not put themselves 
out to find positions for refugees; and though many thousands 
of refugees have obtained employment, this has been done 
through their own efforts, or with the help of refugee 
organisations. 

Now the Government has entirely changed its policy and is 
doing everything possible to use the valuable services of the 
refugees in this country, most of whom came here in transit 
for re-emigration, and who are now compelled to stay here 
because other countries will not have them. 

Not only is the Government trying to get skilled persons into 
employment, but it has also opened its training schemes to 
men and women. These schemes include payment during the 
period of training, which, it is stated, leads to well-paid jobs. 

Anybody interested in training refugees for employment 
_ should apply to the nearest employment exchange, where the 

necessary forms are to be had. 

This gives an oppoitunity to help the country in its need. 
But there is no likelih of there being any criticism of 
oung refugees taking work left vacant by young Englishmen 
joining the Services, for most young Germans and Austrians, 
unless they have very special qualifications for any particular 
work, are joining or have joined the Pioneer Corps. 


PLANS FOR UTILISING REFUGEES’ 
SERVICES 


An important conference was held in Leicester over the week- 
end to discuss how voluntary organisations can assist refugees 
under the present changing conditions, in order that their ser- 
vices might be used to the full. The conference was convened 
by the Central Office for Refugees, Bloomsbury House, and 
was attended by Sir Herbert Emerson, League of Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees: Mr. T. T. Scott. of the Inter- 
national Labour Branch of the Ministry of Labour: represen- 
tatives of the War Office and Home Office; and 120 delegates 
from voluntary committces all Over the country. 


ALIENS IN PIONEER CORPS 
British Officers’ Two Attitudes 


An officer second-in-command of a non-British company of 
the Pioneer Corps spoke highly of the qualities of his men in 
an interview with the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN. 

“ They are a great crowd of chaps, and I am fond of them 
indeed,” he said. “If I had my choice of any unit I would 
prefer to stay with them.” Most of them, he added, had been 
at one time interned in the Isle of Man. Many were pro- 
fessional men—doctors, lawyers, and so on—but their peace- 
time occupation was not considered in the Pioneer Corps. 
“ Whatever work they were accustomed to before, they make 
no attempt to avoid even the fifthiest job,” he declared, “ and 
they do it darned well.”’ 

_ This company is a working unit and has little time for train- 
ing. Men with no previous experience of manual work are 
busy all day long on garrison and canteen duties, or loading 
and unloading trucks. “But they are a cheerful, happy 
crowd,” said the officer. “ They make no complaints and they 
work like troopers.” 

On the other hand, Reyno_tps News gives a very adverse 
report of the treatment of members of the Pioneer Corps. 
“ Many refugees who have volunteered for the Pioneer Corps,” 
it Says, “ are unhappy at the attitude often adopted by their 
otlicers. They make us feei that we are just b— aliens,” 
was a comment of one anti-Nazi who had joined the Corps.

be quite in order to state that the internees will carry out 
compulsory labour six days a week, and the only day which 
shall be observed as a day of rest will be the Lord’s Day, as 
recognised by Canadian legislation. . . . . The camp leader and 
the spokesman or representative of the Orthodox Jews are to 
be fully acquainted with the action that will be taken in con- 
nection with those internees who, for reasons stated, decline 
to labour on the Jewish Sabbath. 


Black List 


“A nominal roll of these internees is to be compiled,” the 
document continues, “ and a copy forwarded to this office in 
order that same may be noted in connection with any question 
that may arise in the future, regarding permission to reside in 
Canada or to immigrate to other countries other than Pales- 
tine. The adoption of the principle to which they claim to 
adhere, and their attitude, must necessarily affect any ques- 
tion of permission to enter this country, if and when such 
immieration were given consideration. 

“ They will on any and every day of the weck be compelled 
to perform any duties in connection with the maintenance of 
tidiness and sanitary conditions in the quarters which they 
occupy, or other buildings used by them, in the same way as 
other internees are compelled to do so, even on Sundays.” 

The communication says that those who decline to labour 
on Saturdays “ will be compelled to do ALL the camp fatigues 
that are required on Sunday including any fatigue work which 
the Camp Commandant may postpone till Sunday or create on 
Sunday in connection with the maintenance of the camp, and 
for this labour no pay will be issued, e.g., the chopping or 
supplying of wood required for the following week may be per- 
formed on Sunday by those internees who decline to work on 


ays.” 
Compulsory Labour 


“In view of the evidence of an unwillingness to co-operate 
or adapt themselves to existing circumstances on the part of 
a large proportion of the internees in internment camp * B,’ 
a particularly obnoxious paragraph declares, “this office will not 
consider the inauguration in internment camp *B’° of any 
light manufacturing plant in their work programme, but 
internees will be placed on compulsory labour on forestry work 
or work connected with the maintenance of the camp. In 
forestry work of a nature which permits the issue of pay, the 
preference will be given to those of the Jewish race who have 
shown a spirit of co-operation and adaptability, and unless 
there is a shortage of labour those on the list referred to 
above will not be used on this class of work but will be used 


on work connected with camp maintenance and unpaid labour. 
“Ie must be clearly understood,” it continues, “ that all 
internees in Canada are subject to the laws and regulations 
pertaining to the Naval, Military, and Air Forces, and they 
may be compelled to do compulsory labour on all days except 
the Lord’s Day. Refusal to do so may result in charges being 
laid which will be the subject of judicial action.” 

_“ Internment camp ‘8B,’ toget with other camps of a 
similar type,” says another warning paragraph, “has been 
granted certain pfivileges in regard to mail, newspapers, 
magazines, radios, etc., and if any large proportion of the 
camp population show that they are antagonistic to authority 
and show a lack of co-operation with those who are trying to 
assist them, or if they adopt an undesirable attitude, it may 
be ns to take away some of the privileges in consequence 
of which all in the camp will suffer.”

Agudists Protest to Home Office 


The Executive of the Agudas Isracl World Organisation has, 
it is learned, lodged a protest with the Home Office against 
the alleged treatment of the Orthodox internees in Canada. 
It is pointed out that the action proposed against the internees 
is contrary both to international convention and public opinion, 
and above all the spiritual issues of the war in which these 
internees, in the same way as the British Empire, are deeply 
concerned. 

On inquiring at the Canadian Immigration Office, a Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency representativé was informed that no intima- 
tion of the allegations made by the Adudas Israel had reached 
them, but that as the protest of the organisation had been 
addressed to the Home Office, the first step in the matter would 
have to be taken by the British authorities. 

No statement on the matter was forthcoming from the Home 
Office. 

The critics allege that the document was definitely —— 
at the camp. They further claim that a settlement regarding 


the question of work on Saturday had been reached by the 
Commandant of camp “B"™ with the Orthodox internees just 
before the letter arrived, and was subsequently annulled in 
accordance with this letter, which was issued by the Assistant 
Director of Internment Operations, Licut.-Col. Steadam. 


Conditions at Camp “B” - 


On the whole they understand that conditions in camp “ B ™ 
are not too bad The men live in barracks which hold 80 
le. The food is good and ample, and it is stated that a 
asher canteen has opened. Out of the total number 
of internees (580), 150 are Orthodox Jews. Some time ago, 
Orthodox Jews in other camps were invited to be transferred 


to this camp. 

Compulsory work is paid for at 20 cents a day, and about 

300 people are required for such work in the forest-—150 in 

the morning and 150 in the afternoon. The camp staff num- 
bers 50. camp is situated about 20 miles from the nearest 
town, and relations with the officers and men are good. 

On November 15, camps were rearranged so that each camp 
should have only internees of one religion. Thus in camp 
“B” there are practically only Jews, in camp “oO only 
Nazis, in camp “ A” only anti-Nazi non-Jews. In camp “ R_' 
there are several hundred Nazis, mainly sailors, and about 70 
refugees, a number of whom are Jews. They suffer greatly 
under the Nazi rule, and it is hoped that separation will be 
effected soon, if this has not already been the case. (The facts 
given here were observed during the middle of December.) 


Anna Freud, the daughter of the late Professor Freud, has 
opened a clinic in Hampstead, N.W., for mothers and babies 
who are suffering in mind and body from air raids Treat- 
ment is free, and patients are kept at the clinic until they are 
cured. A doctor is in attendance night and day, and there 
is a staff of trained nurses. Associafed with Miss Freud in 
her work are Miss Lilian Bowes-Lyon, the novelist and poet, 
and Mrs. Dorothy Tiffany Burlingham, of New York. At 
present, 18 children under 10 from tube stations, arches, and 
Anderson shelters are being cared for.

BULGARIAN JEWS DISFRANCHISED 
The Nuremberg Model 


Under the new Bulgarian Jew-law, gazetted last week, 
Jews (defined as persons with one Jewish parent) are 
y ee of the franchise, and are forbidden to own agricul- 
tural land or serve in the. Army. They are liable to 
compulsory labour service, are forbidden to marry or to 
live with non-Jews; and may not employ non-Jewish 
women servants. The similarity of these measures with 
the Nazis’ Nuremberg law is obvious. 

There is to be a proportionate limitation on the participation 
of Jews in the country’s commercial and economic life. In 
industrial and business enterprises essential to the State, the a 
proportion of Jews employed may not exceed 49 per cent. 

Another provision of the law orders the dissolution of all 
“ international organisations.” This will involve the closing 
down of the local Zionist organisation. 


CZECHS DEFACE ANTI-JEWISH 
POSTERS 


The artificial anti-Semitism imposed on the people of 
the. Czech Protectorate by their German oppressors 1s 
taking little real hold. This is revealed by the Fascist 
Viaika, which complains bitterly of the action of Czechs 
who, during the black-out, destroy or deface anti-Jewish 
posters. 

A Czech girl, Ludmilla Dworska, of Pardubitz, has been 
sentenced in Brno to 18 months’ imprisonment for befriending 
a Polish-Jewish prisoner of war. 

All State and Municipal officials in Bohemia and Moravia 
have been forbidden to have social relations with Jews. 

To counteract friendliness with Jews, the Czech Fascists have 
been organising mectings in Prague and the provinces calling 
for new Jew-laws. Unfortunately for them, the Czech masses 
fail to attend. 

A recent article in the Prague newspapers by the Nazi Press 
Chief, Wolfram von Wolmar, bitterly accuses the Czechs of, 
being under “ Jewish influence.” 

Ihe “ Protector,” Baron von Neurath, has published a list 
of Czechs and Jews abroad who are deprived of their Czech 
citizenship for conducting an anti-Nazi campaign. 

Baron von Neurath has also ordered the Jews to deliver 
to the authorities all their gold, silver, and platinum articles 
and other valuables, which they were compelled to register in 
May, 1940. The valuables will now be confiscated. 


BELGLUM’S QUISLING 
New Task for Leon Degrelle 


The Nazis in Belgium have called to their aid the 
notorious Rexist Jew-baiter Léon Degrelle. Under their 
direction, this “ Belgian Quisling” 1s holding meetings in 
Brussels, Antwerp, Ghent, Liége, and other cities, advocat- 
ing extermination of the Jews and co-operation with the 
invader. His efforts are got meeting with any success, as 
he and and his followers are despised by the Belgian 
people. 

One Nazi paper, the Brauesseter ZEITUNG, even makes the 
frank confession that the Belgians apparently decline to comply 
with Nazi orders, and that workers and intellectuals continue 
to fraternisc with the Jews and help them to evade anti-Jewish 
restrictions. The paper specially censures the refusal of the 
Belgian Chamber of Advocates to exclude Jewish lawyers from 
the legal profession, and it comes to the enforced conclusion 
that by their continued acts of sabotage of the German war 
effort, the Belgians demonstrated: that they prefer to be 
* enslaved ” by the Jews rather than “ enjoy ” the protection 
of Nazi Germany. 

To make things harder for the Jews, the Nazis have forbidden 
them to stand in queues outside food shops.

Fascists, But No Jews 


No Jew has been appointed a member of the newly 
formed French National Council, although both the 
Protestant and Catholic communities are represented among 
the 200 members. The Fascist element is also well repre- 
sented. One of them, Colonel de la Roque, the head of 
the Fiery Cross organis&tion, was last week arrested by 
the Nazis; he has now been released. Another Fascist 
member is Gaston Bergery. 

The Vichy Government has appointed a special committee 
to discover Jewish officials with “ outstanding merits” which 
would exempt them from discharge under the Jewish Statute 
of October 18. This measure became necessary because of the 
reluctance of Jews to make voluntary applications stressing 
their merits. 

The Official Journal recently published a list of 122 
employees of the Ministry of Communications who had been 
discharged under the Statute, but apparently the Nazis are not 
satisfied. The Nazi-controlled Radio Paris launched a violent 
attack on the Vichy Government generally and the French 
Ministry of Agriculture in particular for having, it alleged, 
retained the services of Jewish officials contrary to the Statute. 
The broadcast complained that the Ministry had returned to 
Paris “full of Jews,’ whose presence was explained by the 
fact that many Jews had been appointed “ technical advisers "’ 
under the old regime, and that although “ under the Jewish 
Statute they should -all have been dismissed, they were 
immediately re-engaged as auxiliary staff.” 

The news has now emerged that the French Academy, at 
its first January, meeting, paid tribute to the memory of the 
famous French-Jewish philosopher, Henri Bergson, who, shortly 
before his death, had refused exemption from the Statute’s 
provisions. A speech in praise of him was made by Paul 
Valéry, the famous poet. 


ABANDONED MEN 


France’s Starving Internees 


The appalling plight of the demobilised Jewish soldiers 
in unoccupied France is described by Jewish refugees who 
have arrived in Lisbon. Large numbers of the men are 
still kept in camps and in unheated barracks, as they have 
no means and no prospects of finding work. They are 
unable to get civilian clothes, and the food provided: for 
them is very inadequate. Epidemics are raging in the 
camps, and there have been many deaths. Suicides are 
frequent. 

Another 13,000 internees at the Gurs Camp, in the Lower 
Pyrenees, are miserably underfed and ravaged by dysentery. 
A letter from Rabbi Leo Ansbacher, Chaplain of the Camp 
and himself an internee, to the Jewish Community at Tangiers, 


declares: “ Yesterday we buried 17 people. ... We can do 


practically nothing in face of this disease, fatal to the old 
and feeble. Even after the crisis is over we are powerless 
to give them the food necessary to strengthen them.” 

The French police have meanwhile been carrying out raids 
on Jewish refugees from the Low Countries who are now in 
the Toulouse district, and who failed to return to. their 
countries. About 1,200 Jews, including women and children, 
were detained, and it is expected that the authorities will try 
to send them back to their original homes. 

Recently, the Vichy Government transported 375 Belgian- 
Jewish refugees from unoccupied France to Belgium. The 
journey was made in an unheated goods train and it lasted two 
weeks. On their arrival at the Belgian frontier they were com- 
pelled by the Nazi authorities to sign a declaration that they 
were returning to Belgium only for a short period to liquidate 
their affairs, and would soon leave the country. They found 
that their homes, which they left on the arrival of the invaders, 
were cither occupied by the Germans or destroyed during the 
bombardment. Most of their belongings had disappeared or 
were in the hands of the new occupiers of their homes. Their 
position is desperate as they have no resources, and they are 
unable to secure visas to emigrate. 


ALL JEWISH INSANE FOR LUBLIN 
Nazis’ Inhuman Scheme 


[By our former Warsaw Correspondent) 


Following the news that lunatic asylums in Poland were 
being “ Aryanised,” it is now reported that, by an order of 
the German Ministry of Health, all Jewish insane from 
Germany and Austria and countries under Nazi rule are to 
be sent to asylums in the Lublin area. . 

One asylum is at Zemborzyce, a village some ) miles from 
Lublin, which is to hold about 500. Another asylum is to 
be set up near by. Jewish Communities will have to pay for 
the upkeep and management of the asylums, and the medical 
staff will also be paid by Jews. 

No reason for centralising the Jewish insane is given. One 
suggestion is that the Nazis wish to add another scourge to 
the Lublin Jewish reservation, and hold it up as something 
loathsome and abhorrent. 


German Evacuees Seize Children’s Homes 


Aveveral Jewish youth hostels and sanatoria near Warsaw have 
been ordered to make room for German children coming into 
Poland from bombed areas in Germany. All Jewish children’s 
homes in Jozefow, Srodborow, and Otwock have already been 
cleared and taken over by German child evacuees from Bremen 
and Hamburg. 

It was the Home for Jewish Children in Otwock that was 
bombed by the Nazis on the very first day of war on Poland. 
Ten children were killed.

Schwartzbart’s Protest 


Dr. 1. Schwartzbart, the Jewish member of the Polish 
National Council, has lodged a vigorous protest with the 
Polish Government against the mischievous accusations 
against the Jews of the Warsaw ghetto which were made 
by the Dziennik Povski, the official Polish organ, quota- 
tions from this appeared in a recent issue of THe Jewisu 
CuronicLe. (The allegations were that Jews in the ghetto 
were maltreating Polish Catholic “non-Aryans”™ confined 
in the ghetto with them). 

As a result of his protest, Dr. Schwartzbart tells me (writes 
a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative) he feels confident that such 
anti-Jewish propaganda will not again find its way into this 
Polish paper, 

In addition, Dr. Schwartzbart has replied, in the name of 
the Inter-Associate Council of Polish Jews, to Dziennik 
Poiskt's editor. He states: “ We consider. this news to be 
without foundation and most painfully offensive to the honour 
of suffering Polish Jewry. Polish Jews, confined by the Ger- 
mans to the ghetto, ill-treated by them for being boty Jews 
and Polish citizens, humiliated and put outside the social life 
of Poland, would never, in our opinion, ill-treat those who share 
their suffering and misfortune... . It is quite possible that 
some personal misunderstandings may have arisen. When we 
happened on occasion to receive letters alleging attacks on Jews 
in Poland by irresponsible clements, we found it our duty to 
conceal these facts, in view of our responsibility for the com- 
mon fate of Poles and Jews, considering adh incidents, in 
the face of the immensity of sufferings to be of minor 


Solidarity 


The Dziennik Potski now comments, in answer to Dr 
Schwartzbart: “ We do not confine ourselves to reporting the 
sufferings ang stfuggle of one section of the Polish Com- 
munity only. More than once have we pointed out the solidarity 
uniting Poles and Jews in their common fight. For the same 
reason we, too, often abstained from publishing news contradict- 
ing the above-mentioned principle. 

“If it happened.” tt adds, “ that we made an exception in 
the article ‘Those Who Suffer Most.” it was only because 
we considered the fate of these people suspended between 
heaven and earth as a very sad one—people who were pulled 
out of the Polish community where they were once accepted,

and who were unwillingly accepted into the Jewish Com- 


munity they had left. We trust that the symptoms of this 
unwillingness on the part of the latter Community will be found 
to be a product of imagination only. . . We would like to 
add that it is quite understandable that the Jews in Poland 
cannot be made responsible for the administrative orders of 
the ghetto authorities: all the less can the Jews abroad be 
blamed for it. The authoritics and the police in the ghetto 
are only instruments m the hands of the invaders and are 
specially. selected with this end in view.” 

Dr. Schwartzbart summed up, in his conversation with me: 
“We feel very deeply for all those who are victims of Nazi 
tyranny within the ghetto and beyond it. I am astonished 
that the Dziennik Potskt expressed its sorrow only for the 
Christian Poles in the ghetto and not for the Jewish ones. 
I think it ts quite impossible that the Jews could show the 
slightest antagonism towards those who, with them, are suffer- 
ing for a common cause in.-the ghetto.” 


TRIBUTE TO POLISH JEWISH 
REFUGEE FUND 


Following the luncheon given by the Polish Jewish Refugee 
Fund in’ honour of the Executive and Council of the Polish 
Relief Fund on the occasion of the first anniversary of the 
collaboration between the two funds (reported in last week's

to whatever religion or sect they might belong.” 


POLISH REFUGEES ARRIVE IN PALESTINE 


The Polish Jewish Refugee Fund has received a telegram 
from Mr. Isaac Gruenbaum, the noted Zionist leader, that 
1.250 Polish refugees have arrived in Palestine, of whom 250 
come from Lithuania. Another 1,000 are expected shortly. 
£10,000 is required for their immediate relief and settlement 
and the provision of employment, it is added. A Reconstruc- 
tion Fund has been formed in Palestine, representing all the 
refugee organisations in Eretz Yisracl. 

In view of its present financial commitments and lack of 
funds, the Polish Jewish Refugee Fund is not in a position to 
give the relicf required. Nevertheless (writes a JeWwisH 
CHRONICLE representative) I understand that the Fund is making 
an effort to remit £1,000 for the refugees’ immediate relief. 

The Polish Government has, following representations by Dr. 
Schwartzbart, allotted £2,000 for immediate distribution among 
Polish-Jewish refugees from Vilnius and Rumania who are at 
present in Palestine. 

Also at the request of Dr. Schwartzbart, the Polish Govern- 
ment has agreed to grant to the recently founded Tel-Aviv 
Association of Jewish Refugee Lawyers of Poland the same 
support as is given to non-Jewish Polish refugees who have 
recently arrived from Rumania. ; 

An arrangement has been arrived at between the Polish 
Government and the British and Australian Governments 
whereby a restricted number of Polish refugees will be admitted 
as immigrants to Australia for the duration of the war. No 
distinction of race or faith is to be made among the immi- 
grants chosen.

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“THE LESSER OF TWO 
EVILS” 


THE report of the Committee which was set up by 
the Health Ministry to inquire into the welfare of 
evacuees in the reception areas has just been issued as 
a White Paper. The Committee do not minimise the 
magnitude of this problem, but at the same time they 
discern in its handling a large measure of success. They 
express surprise at finding that this can really be said 
of the great majority of cases, and attribute it to the 
new spirit which they say is growing up, and is evinced 
in the efforts which hosts and guests are making to 
understand each other's. point of view, and a noticeable 
spirit of give and take. They heard many accounts of 
unjustifiable behaviour on the part of London mothers 
evacuated, though these mostly were traced to the 
earlier evacuation of 1939. One can only hope that 
they kept their ears open to the reports of unconscion- 
able conduct on the part of some of the hosts and 


others in the country reception areas. Some of the. 


cases that have been reliably reported to us are almost 
unbelievable in their cynical contempt for reason and 
human feeling. 

Nevertheless, despite their hopeful words, the Com- 
mittee do not hide their concern at the issues raised 
by evacuation—issues which should arrest the earnest 
and practical attention of the Jewish Community if it 
cares at all for its future. Evacuation, on this large 
scale, says the report with only too much truth, has 
no intrinsic merit. It can only be the lesser of two 
evils, and justified by the necessity for the dispersal of 
population in war-time. It tells us that in seeking to 
estimate its measure of success it must frankly be 
admitted at the outset that the experiment is neither 
natural nor popular. . It calls attention to the wide gulf 
that yawns between the sentiments, habits, and outlook 
of town and country.

This is a grave fact, 
full of sinister possibilities for our people. It threatens 
to provide an irresistible temptation to charlatans to 
exploit, after the war, the incipient anti-Semitism 
already so widely broadcast by the process referred to. 
Surely, if British Jewry is not blind and deaf to its 
own vital interests, it will set itself in a spirit of sensible 
determination to kill these possibilities now, and before 
they have the time or the opportunity to assume their 
next and more formidable stage of development. 

The Committee dwell with much emphasis on the 
importance of the provision of adequate welfare 
facilities. “It is abundantly clear,’ they write, “ that 
where there is an atmosphere of friendliness and 
adequate welfare arrangements are made, London 
mothers are full of gratitude and are setting down with 
resignation, if not with enthusiasm, in their new 
surroundings.” Such arrangements, so calculated to 
prevent frets and reduce antagonisms, are part and 
parcel of the scheme for which the Board of Deputies 
is now soliciting fianancial support. 

The Board plans to assure friendly contacts between 
the evacuees and their non-Jewish environment, so that 
nascent anti-Semitism may be stamped out in the seed- 
ling stage and in its place be planted healthy roots of 
mutual respect and understanding. These steps and 
others, such as the provision of Jewish religious educa- 
tion for the evacuated children, are eminently practical 
steps. The Community should be warned that it will 
cold-shoulder these elementary precautions at its own 
peril. It will de so, too, in the face of the more than 
possibility of invasion, which could hardly ease the 
situation and of which, in its bearing on Jews, our 
responsible leaders are no doubt not losing sight. The 
Deputies must be adequately equipped to face 
coming crises. They are not, and do not pretend to 
be, cleverer than our ancestors, who could not make 
bricks without straw. Every Jew, therefore, who values 
his future should think carefully over the Deputies’ 
financial requirements and ask himself: “ What am I 
going to do about it?” 


THE ROAD TO SLAVERY 


GeneraL ANToNESCU, the egregious Quisling who has 
played the Nazi game so contemptibly in Rumania, has 
issued a plaintive remonstrance to the Iron Guards with 
whom he loaded his Government. Addressing these cut- 
throats as “my children, for whom I destroyed my career 
and suffered so much . .. whom I have taken under my 
care and whose sins I have borne for five months,” he 
charges them with base ingratitude. They even, he whines, 
planned to assassinate him during the night. Yet this 
blubbering nincompoop must have known that murder was 
the established political technique of these criminal pro- 
tégés of his. They assassinated leading politicians, they 
murdered Jews, they rounded up a crowd of distinguished 
Rumanians, as soon as they reached power, and callously 
did them to death. Yet the General seems to be surprised 
that this fiendish cult should have wanted his blood too. 
Nothing, not even the abysmal barbarism of the Nazis, has 
more effectively illuminated the horrors of the anti-Semitic 
International and all it stands for in elemental savagery 
than the level to which Rumania has sunk under its 
dominance. A country plunged in civil war, driven to 
slavery to a foreign Power, humiliated and without hope— 
here are the fruits of racialism and Jew-baiting. It is, 
perhaps, useless to expect the countries that sent their 
representatives to attend the reburial as a hero of the 
infamous founder of  e lron Guard, the notorious thug 
Codreanu, to see th ed light. But the peoples still free 
or precariously fre 1 better take note in time. 


WHO BUNGLED? 


Last week, reference was made to a number of corre- 
spondents who had written bitterly regretting the clash 
between the appeal of the Keren Hayesod and that of the 
Deputies for the evacuees. Mr. L. Bakstansky, who was in 
what one would have thought the fortunate position of 
holding important offices in both these camps, essays in a 
communication published in this issue to clear up the 
situation. The net effect of his effort is to shift the blame 


from the Keren Hayesod authorities to the Deputies. Mr. 


Bakstansky tells us that “already in September, 1940, it 
was abundantly clear that the Board would have to launch 
an appeal.” “ Iteis also true,” he asserts, “ that the original 
plan was that the Board of Deputies’ Appeal should be 
launched not later than November, so that it could 
terminate well before the Keren Hayesod Appeal.” The 
question, then, is why it should have hung about in the 
clouds so long and have only come to earth in time to 
clash with the Zionist appeal. Mr. Bakstansky may well 
be anxious not to let down the Deputies, while at the same 
time defending the Keren Hayesod, and this may account 
for the several other “ explanations ~~ which he snatches at 
with more ingenuity than conviction. But the result 
stands: his argument places the blame upon the Deputies. 
Now, before the Community can form a judgment of his 
pleas, it should hear the other side. What has the Presi- 
dent of the Board to say about it? Well. the Board met 
on Wednesday, and the President gave his explanation. 
There just wasn't any clash—that was his way out of the 
difficulty. Very simple, but hardly convincing! The Com- 
munity will now have to make up its mind whether the 
learned Professors “explanation” is derived from some 
abstruse mathematical conception in which infinity is made 
to equal zero, or whether it is just simply a matter of 
brassing-out a bad case. 


DILLY-DALLY 


Ir is impossible to take. seriously Mr. Bakstansky’s 
argument that, as the times are abnormal, “ there is some- 
thing to be said de facto tor circumstances which permit a 
member of the Community to be made aware simultaneously 
of his total commitments during the current period.” To 
begin with they would in most cases most certamnly not be 
the “total commitments ” for those who care anything for 
our Anglo-Jewish institutions, This whole question is a 
matter. It may, for one thing, affect both 
appeals, each of them of considerable importance. It is 
earnestly to be hoped that the Community will be sensible 
of that fact, and, by doing their manifest and urgent duty by 
both causes, avoid the damage which a manifest mistake 
has invited. Whichever party is to blame, “someone has 
blundered “; and that points to a lamentable failure in the 
Jewish leadership. The regularisation of all public appeals 
iS a question almost as old as this paper. It is passing 
strange and ominous that to this day nothing has been 
done about it. 


NOT VERY “ LIBERAL” 


THe Liperat Montuty, the official organ of Liberal. 


Judaism in this country, has uncovered a snag in the Board 
of Deputies’ Evacuation Appeal. It says that this appeal 
asks for a fund which is to be used “ for Jewish evacuees 
and refugees, to supply religious services, kasher food, and 
religious education for children,” and that this marks a 
serious departure in the Board’s work, which raises both 
questions of expediency and principle. The Board, it 
argues, is representative of all sections of the Community, 
and if it allies itself with one particular form of Judaism 
in its religious work, it can hardly expect to remain repre- 
sentative of the whole Community. Actually, of course. 
the appeal in question is not only for the matters cited by 
the LiperaL Monty, but is to an important extent for 
welfare work among the evacuees to preserve good relations 
between them and their non-Jewish environments. One 
would suppose that these are matters to which no Anglo- 
Jewish group could take exception and upon which the 
Board would certainly speak as the representative of all 
British Jewry. 


‘UNBROTHERLY ISRAEL 


But what of the other tasks which the appeal is to sub- 
serve? Can the susceptibilities of the Liberal Jewish writer 
of the article have been shocked by the possibility that some 
of the evacuees will be enabled by the Fund to eat Kasher 
food, if they wish it? And as for the instruction to be 
provided, is it beyond the bounds of reason to suggest that, 
at any rate, so far as education is concerned, a common 
denominator of Jewish teaching can and will be found for 
all Jewish children, whatever their parents’ synagogue 
affiliations? As regards the services, it is only necessary 
to point out that Rabbi Mattuck has found nothing out- 
rageous in attending and taking part in one held at the 
Great Svnagogue. What the “ Leader” of Liberal Judaism 
has himself done cannot surely be so monstrous in con- 
templation for his followers. 


EYES AND NO EYES 


Wuat is so disheartening about the Liberal paper's 
comments is its testimony to the wretchedly narrow horizon 
that bounds some Jews’ contemplation of Jewish religious 
life. Ata time when fundamental religious values are chal- 
lenged and in danger of crumbling, this outlook can Only 
envisage and fasten upon minor points and the things that 
divide, instead of those that unite. Herein, surely, ts the 
true and unmistakable road to religious decay and eventual 
dissolution. All the heads of the Christian denominations 
in this country recognise the portents and are combining 
to uphold the common need for the religious education of 
their youth—and their doctrinal differences are far greater 
than those between Orthodox and Liberal Jews. But, to 
judge from this publication, our Liberals, who work with 
such high heart for a rapprochement between Jews and 
Christians, can see no reason why Jew and Jew should be 
brought. together in common worship, even under the 
stress of a common travail. It is disquieting and pathetic! 


SECTIONALISM 


THe writer in the LiperRat MONTHLY suggests that the 
fairest procedure would have been to consult the minorities 
about any new line of work suggested for the Board which 
touches their principles. Yet he admits that they. probably 
would have consented because of the present emergency— 
which is very likely why the consultation was not, in this 
unexampled crisis, sought. He argues that consent would 
most likely have been given in a form which “ would have 
provided some protection against the danger that the Board 
may come to be identified with one form of the Jewish 
religion, or with one section of Jews.” If Liberal Jews are 
sO insistent on that, one can only wonder why they send 
representatives to the Board, one of whose majer anxieties 
has often been the protection.of Shechita and amongst 
whose minor triumphs was the adoption of the Weinberg 
Pen. 


Ik THE CALL COMES 


REFERENCE has been made, it is reported, by Lord 
Halifax in America to the future. recruitment. of a 
Palestinian Army Corps. His remarks inevitably call to 
mind the continued efforts that have been made in connec- 
tion with the raising of a Jewish fighting unit of some kind. 
Our columns have from time to time shown plainly that the 
recruiting of Jews, as well as Arabs, in Palestine for the 
British armed forces is going forward’ satisfactorily. It is 
of interest, at the same time, to record that a number of 
French Jews have been in the Free French Division which 
has been fighting so gallantly with the British Army in 
Libya. It seems permissible, indeed, to suppose that the 
participation by Jews of other countries in the Allied war 
effort is being extended and encouraged in every way that 
is expedient, and that it may develop in course of time as 
and when the circumstances are deemed to render it both 
advisable and feasible. One caveat, therefore, may well be 
made. If, in any fresh development, steps should be taken 
to emphasise still further, in clear-cut form, the Jewish 
association with the Allied Cause, any approach to Jews 
should be addressed to the Jewish people collectively and 
not to any individual or section among them. 


NEITHER SECTIONS NOR PERSONS 


FrRoM all points of view, this would be the best course. 
What would virtually be a Jewish alliance with Britain and 
her friends must obviously be of greater value to the Allies 
than a partial one with a section of Jews, It would be a 
call direct to the whole of our people and not made through 
any particular group or individual, and it would thus 
squarely place on their shoulders the obligations of honour 
and self-interest—a challenge that they would not lightly 
ignore. For Jews themselves the response that they would 
make as a people would give them the title to be heard 
as such by the Peace Congress when it meets. That would 
be an immense and indispensable gain which no suscepti- 
bilities of any individual, organisation, or sectional party 
should be allowed to prejudice. Nowadays the approach 
to a whole people is far easier than it was. Not only 
Parliament, the Press, and individual contacts are at hand, 
but the vast network of broadcast speech, and nothing 
could equal this in the power to convince and persuade. 
And the reply will be in deeds, not words. To some it may 
seem premature that this suggestion should be made at the 
present stage. But no one with understanding of the com- 
plexity and the delicacy involved in the development of the 
Jewish fighting force idea is likely to think so. It is to be 
hoped that this important matter will receive the most care- 
ful consideration in the appropriate quarters.

Aliens’ Committee should meet frequently, and said that if this 
Committee had met within the last few weeks they would have 
had a report with a consequent saving of time. _ 

Professor Brodetsky said what was happening in Canada to 
the Orthodox refugees was a scandalous state of affairs. The 
news had reached the Board on January 25—tour days ago 
—and that the matter had already been dealt with by the 
Secretary both with regard to the Home Office and the Lytton 
Committee. 

The report was adopted. 


The Wednesday Meetings 


Dre. M. Epsrems (United Synagogue) moved the report of 
the Law and Parliamentary Committee. He said that there had 
been no finality about the day on which the Board should mect, 
and that at the present moment Wednesday meetings were still 
to be considered as experimental. They wanted to give the 
experiment a bit of a run to see how it worked outin regard 
to attendance. 

Mr. L. Baxkstansky (Lodzer), asked the Chairman of the 
Committee whether he would endeavour to arrange future 
mectings during the first part of the week. 

Referring to the vacant interpretership at Whitechapel County 
Court, Mr. Isaac Landau said they were very indebted to Mr. 
Julius Jung for offering his services in an honorary capacity 
(for a period of three months). 

The Report was agreed to. 

In the absence of Mr. Leonarp J. Stein (Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation), the report of the Joint Foreign Committee was 
presented by the President Alter referring to the sufferings of 
the Jews in Poland and Rumania, Professor Brodetsky ‘said 
anti-Jewish legislation had now been promulgated in Bulgaria. 
This was a case of pure infection by propaganda and influence 
which emanated from the Axis. 

The Report was adopted. 


Defence Committee 


Mer. M. Gorpown Liverman, J.P. (Dublin, United), who was 
welcomed back after his recent illness, moved the report of the 
Defence Commitice. 

In the course of the report it ts stated: 

The Committee approved of the publication of a booklet, 
giving in concise and vest-pocket format, facts about the Jews, 
as there was a great demand for this, particularly im the recep- 
tion areas. The leaflet “Is Your Grandmother An Aryan?” 
was approved for distribution, and the Committee asked that 
the Deputies give every assistance m its circulation 

The Committee approved in principle of the setting up of a 
Teachers’ Advisory Committee to advise on such matters as 
might come within their purview in the counteracting of anti- 
Semitic tendencies in education in this country. 

The Committee approved of the report of the Central Lecture 
Committee. It was stated that there was a growing demand 
for the type of lecture given under the auspices of this Com- 
mittee, especially in the provinces. 

On the motion of Mr. Gonrrey CuHerns (Grand Order of 
Isracl and Shield of David), the meeting agreed to refer back 
the paragraph dealing with the Teachers’ Advisory Committee, 
for re-wording, at the same time accepting the principle 
embodied m it. 

The Report was agreed to.

A LAPSE EXPLAINED 


From Mr. D. M. W. NEEDHAM.

ALLEGED CLASHING OF APPEALS 


The Deputies and the Keren Hayesod 
MR. BAKSTANSKY EXPLAINS 


In an editorial note last week, reference was made to the 
element of “clashing which has developed between the 
urgent appeal of the Deputies for funds to meet the 
serious problems produced by the bombing of Jewish resi- 
dential areas, and the Keren Hayesod appeal. In the 
course of a letter Mr. L. Bakstansky (General Secretary, 
Keren Hayesod Committee, 75, Great Russell Street) writes 
concerning this matter as follows: 

I have read in this morning's issue of THe JewisH CHronicte 
our editorial comments concerning the period chosen for the 
Worse Hayesod Appeal. I should like to acquaint you of the 
following facts: 

Last November when it became clear that a further appeal 
for refugees was unnecessary, the representatives of the Keren 
Hayesod gave notice at-a mecting of the Central Council for 
Jewish Refugeces that an independent appeal for this Fund would 
be launched in January, 1941. Representatives of the Board 
of Deputies attend meetings of the Central Council and they 
were therefore well aware of the date of our Appeal 

In point of fact, the Keren Hayesod Appeal has not yet 
been publicly launched although all the necessary preparatory 
steps have been taken and it is expected that our meetings and 
public campaign will begin early in February. Thus three 
months will have elapsed from the time when the leaders of 

¢ Community were made aware of the Keren Hayesod Appeal 
and its date. 

So far as I know the Keren Hayesod in this country have 
rarely begun their yearly appeals at Passover-—on the contrary 
at the time of independent -Keren Hayesod appeals, November 
was frequently the commencing month and the appeal was 
invariably terminated by Passover. If that was the case in 
normal times, it is clear that there is a special urgency for 
an carly campaign this year, for with the approach of the 
spring and summer and the probable intensification of the 
war, the difficulties of a public appeal will be greatly increased 
In addition to this it must be remembered that the Palestine 
delegation is on the way to this country where it is expected 
very shortly, and if the difficulties of travel are borne in mind 
it will be appreciated that hasty improvisations and swift changes 
in the plans of the World and the English Keren Havesod must 
be ruled out 

I think that it would be a pity to initiate a discussion as to 
which Appeal is more urgent. Opinions will obviously diverge 
and the result would be damaging to both Appeals  Sutltice 
it to say the Keren Hayesod. as a result of the war lost nearly 
half of the countries which were regular contributors to Pales- 
tine, without reasonable prospect that this gap will be bridged 

y the remaining countries of the world. Internally the citrus 
crisis in Palestine has accentuated the cconomic setback which 
has partially enveloped that country since the outbreak of the 
war, and it is unnecessary to emphasise in your columns that 
an economically sound Jewish Palestine is a major contribution 
to British victory. 

Nof can it be suggested that the leadership of the Board of 
Deputies is at fault. It is true that already in September, 1940, 
it was abundantly clear that the Board would have to launch 
an appeal in connection with the problems created by evacua- 
tion. It is also true that the original plan was that the Board of 
Deputies’ Appeal should be launched not later than November, 
so that 1 could terminate well before the Keren Hayesod Apnea! 
It should; however, be appreciated that before the Deputies’ 

ppeal could be launched it was essential for the new problems 
of the Community to be the subject of careful study as it was 
considered that the Community would resent an appeal which 
is not accompanied by concrete schemes and definite proposals 
In addition it should not be forgotten that the Deputies have 
not hitherto engaged in direct appeals to the Community and it 
was found impossible to set up rapidly the necessary machinery 
indispensable to a successful appeal 

Finally, @h account of the war, the Deputies found it difti- 
cult to communicate with some of the leaders of the Com- 
munity whose patronage, if not active leadership of the Com- 
munal Appeal, was considered of the greatest possible 
importance. And thus we are faced almost simultancously 
with two public appeals, as you say “ for two most important 
purposes.” Of course, 1 would have been better if the clash 
could have beén avoided, but these are not normal times and 
there is sometliing to be said, de. facto, for circumstances which 
permit a member of the Community to be made aware simul- 
taneously of his total commitments during the current period, 
both in respect of the Community in this country as well as 
in respect of the Jewish National Home. I am certain that. 
bearing in mind these circumstances, the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity will exert itself to do justice to the needs at home 
and yet to play its part in the rebuilding of the Jewish National 
Home at one of the most decisive moments in Jewish history.

MANCHESTER HEARS ABOUT 
WAR-TIME PALESTINE 


Jew and Arab: Comrades in A.R.P. 
MISS ENGLE’S HEARTENING REPORT 


[From our Correspondent) 


A first-hand report of Palestine conditions in war-time 
was given last week to a series of Manchester Jewish 
women's Organisations by Miss Anita Engle. the Canadian 
journalist, who recently returned from Palestine after 
escorting a group of 25 Jewish boys and girls who had 
been rescued by the Youth Aliyah movement from Nazi 
persecution in Germany and Austria. 

Miss Engle’s main theme was that in spite of the war the 
Jewish men and women in Palestine were continuing full speed 
ahead with the development of the country and with the great 
humanitarian. work of making refugees feel that they had a 
home and a land of their own once more. 

The physical and mental cHange which Palestine wrought 
within a few years in the children whom she herself took over, 
was, said Miss Engle, nothing less than a miracle. In barely 
a weck they were happy and smiling again, because they had 
found fresh roots. They were no longer “ refugees “: they 
were simply Jewish children in their natural home 

Striking confirmation of the great improvement which has 
taken place recently in Jewish-Arab relations was given by 
the speaker, who mentioned that she had herself scen Jews 
and Arabs working together like brothers in the A.R.P. ser- 
vices in Haifa. Jerusalem, and Petach Tikvah: and at Hanita 
(the new Jewish village.in Galilee which had at first been 
attacked by Arab bandits) she saw Arab teachers bringing thet 
children from the neighbouring Arab village to visit the Jewish 
children. Apparently one of the Arab boys (aged eight) was 
so impressed by what he saw at Hanita that he declared that 
when he went back to his own village “ he was going to start 
a Kibbutz 


Jewish Women Were Ready 


Ihe speaker said that the Jewish women of Palestine were 
practically 100 per cent. organised and, trained for National 
Service. since, for many years already, they had been doing 
jobs of work similar to that of the W.V.S. and W.A.TS., and 
the W.1.Z.0. had. of course, been retraining Jewish women into 
many new occupations vital to the country. 7 

Miss Engle praised warmly the valuable contribution made 
to Palestine life by Mizrachi youth in such settlements as 
Kfar Ha-Noar Ha-Dati, where agricultural life was organised 
on co-operative lines and on the basis of the Torah. To these 
young men and women, Jewish religion was_ not just some- 
thing which they practised once a week ‘Love thy neigh- 
bour as thyself” was part of the Jewish religious system of 
living to which they tried to give practical application every 
single day 

During her stay in Manchester, Miss Engle was the guest 
of Mrs. Alphonso Nahum, at whose house she addressed an 
informal gathering of South Manchester Jewish young people 
on Friday night She gave an account of her impressions of 
Palestine also to a luncheon meeting held by the South Man- 
chester Women Zionists, and the Women’s Lodge, B'nai B'rith, 
at the Country Club (Mrs. A. Nahum in the Chair): to the 
Dauehters of Zion at the Odeon Cinema, Prestwich (Mrs. K.

BANGOR COMMUNAL LIFE SHOULD 
BE ORGANISED 


[From our Correspondent) 


There is a very good sprinkling of Jews among the 
greatly increased population of Bangor, North Wales. They 
consist of people from evacuated areas and of refugees 
from the Continent, and their numerical strength is such 
that, if organised under able leadership, they could be a 
source of great, if not permanent, strength to the peace- 
time Jewish Community, which, for Some years past, has 
numbered no fewer than four or five families, often unable 
to muster a Minyan among them for regular divine service. 

A laudable attempt by the local Jewish residents to interest 
the new elements, especially those from Continental centres, 
in Jewish public life has already been undertaken, but this 
effort .has only touched the fringe of possibilities. The situ- 
ation offers exceptional opportunities for spiritual, educational, 
and social work, especially among the youth, who for the most 
part are left to their own resources, without the guidance 
necessary to “ strangers in a strange land.” 

From all accounts there must be a number of Jewish male 
and female students attending the university, but one has yet 
to hear of any attempt to influence them to jom in any 
communal or cultural activity. 

The immediate task is to organise Bangor Jewry in an effort 
to achieve co-operation between all sections. 

The new adult “ foreign” Jewish population comprises a 
few professional men and several who had been prominent 
merchants and traders, but present Government restrictions are 
keeping them inactive. One section among the newcomers, 
however, a group of expert diamond workers, have found their 
level, thanks to the enterprise of a few coreligionists, notably 
Mr. A. Monnickendam, who has established a diamond factory, 
giving employment to many refugees and a number of natives.

MR. HARRY FRANKS 


Services to Home for Incurables 


In the death of Mr. cage Franks, which occurred at 
Bournemouth on Thursday of last week, at the age of 72, 
there passed away a Synagogue and charitable worker who 
served the London Community over a long period. For 
many years he was an active member of the Council of 
the United Synagogue and of the Board of Management 
of the Central Synagogue. Among charitable institutions 
he gave particular attention to the Home for Jewish Incur- 
ables, of the House Committee of which he became Chair- 
man. He leaves a widow, two daughters, and two sons. 


THe Rev. Micwaet Apter, D.S.O. writes: | 

The passing of Harry Franks marks the end of a life largely 
decane to faithful communal service. A liberal contributo: 
to all charitable appeals, his favourite institution was the Home 
for Incurables in_ Tottenham, 

I recall his splendid service to the Community during the 
last. war. When the refugees poured into England from 
Belgium in 1914, the Wardens of the Central Synagogue sum- 
moned a meeting of the congregation to render direct aid to the 
Hostel in Poland Street that had been opened by the late Ernst 
H. Schiff. Besides contributing ogee to the collection of 
over £1,000 made by the Central Synagogue, Harry Franks 
threw himself heart and soul into the work of organising the 
catering department for the hundreds of refugees, and produced 
order out of chaos. He was a member of the British Red Cross 
and actively performed his duties, and he crowned his war 
work by helping to found the Jewish Y.M.C.A.—as it was 
called—for members of H.M. Forces. Here, at the West 
Central Men's Club in Tottenham Court Road, he passed 
evening after evening, together with Mrs. Franks, who was 
equally zealous in the good work, and nothing gave him greater 
pleasure than when at Passover, 1918, he recited, the Seder 
service to a crowd of delighted soldiers, for he had a very 
pleasant voice, having been a Synagogue choir boy when 
young. This activity, he once observed to me, afforded a 
certain degree of consolation to them both for their grief in 
having lost their eldest son Braham in the Dardanelles fighting. 

He was held in high esteem as a faithful Jew and a loyal 
Englishman, by a large circle of friends, both in private life and 
in the business world, and his loss will be deeply mourned. 


Mr. Stoney Gicpert. Secretary of the Home and Hospital 
for Jewish Incurables, South Tottenham. writes: 

To the “ Home,” as he cajled it, Harry Franks gave the 
benefit of a large heart, and the whole of his spare time: his 
connection with it, beginning in 1907 lasted until the time of 
his death. Though he contributed generously to all important 
communal charities he held that it was better to devote oneself 
wholeheartedly to one cause, and work hard for that one cause, 
than to spread one’s limited time among a variety of charities. 
In addition to acting as one of the annual Presidents of the 
East London Aid Society, he served for many years on the 
Board of Management, the Finance Committee, and the House 
Committee, of which he eventually became Chairman, and in 
this capacity guided the internal affairs of the institution for a 
considerable period. One of the wards was named in memory 
of a son, Braham A. Franks, who was killed in action in the 
last war. Mr. Franks took a personal interest in the patiénts, 
and he provided an annual concert. All of them are grateful 
to him tor the House Committee's decision to evacuate them 
on the outbreak of war, a decision which spared them much 
suffering and undoubtedly saved many of their lives, 

A man who pease the happy gift of friendship, Harry 
Franks will be deeply mourned b his colleagues on the Board 
of Management, the patients, and staff. 


MR. PHILIP SALTER 
St. Annes Charitable Worker 


Both Jews and Gentiles at St. Annes-on-Sea (Lancs.) 
mourn the death, at the age of 36, of Mr. Philip Salter. He 
devoted his life to charitable works. ® 

He recently organised a fund for the local Y.M.C.A. and 
for the Red Cross, and although he had been ill for several 
months he still was assiduous in his National Defence duties 
as an A.R.P. Warden and continued his work for charity. 

For the past two -years he was Treasurer and Trustee of 
the St. Annes and Lytham Congregation. Mr A. Harris, 
President of the Congregation, told a Jewish CHRONICLE 
correspondent that he believed Mr. Salter might still be alive 
had he thought more of his own health and less of his work 
for his town and country, for charity and Home Defence. Dur- 
ing the last few weeks of his illness, literally hundreds of 
inquiries were made as to his progress by Jews and non-Jews 
at St. Annes-on-Sea. 

Before the interment the mourning cortége halted at the 
Synagogue in Orchard Road, which he had been largely instru- 
mental in founding. A short memorial service was held, the 
Revs. S. Evans and C. Jaffe officiating. Mr. Salter leaves a 
widow and two children.

_ A life of good deeds, piety, and benevolence was compressed 
into the short span of 36 years of Philip Salter, whose passing, 
atter a long and severe illness, has cast a gloom over the St. 
Annes Hebrew Congregation, where, as Treasurer, he occupied 
himself zealously with the affairs of the Congregation. Philip 
Salter came of Chassidic stock. Wherever he went he trans- 
lated his Judaism into terms of humanity.

Help to Repair Hun Ravages

To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
Sin.—Your readers know that the Mocatta Library of the 


' Jewish Historical Society at University College, London, has 


been entirely destroyed by enemy action except for a very 
small number of volumes and manuscripts which had been 
removed by the College authorities. his library was the 
product of over half a century of systematic collection by many 
distinguished Anglo-Jewish scholars and bibliophiles. It com- 
prised almost every book, pamphlet, article, and publication 
of Anglo-Jewish historical interest from the reign of Elizabeth 
to the present time, together with ample material relating to 
the background of our history, and all the essential periodicals 
and works of reference. From the “Magna _ Bibliotheca 
Anglo-Judaica,”’ recently issued by our Society, it can be seen 
that the collection was of inestimable value for. the study of 
English history in its wider sense. Its destruction is a severe 
loss not only to the Jewish Historical Society but to the Anglo- 
Jewish Community at large. 
There is only one possible reply to this act of vandalism. 
We must set to work immediately to re-establish the collec- 
tion as far as this is possible. This can only be achieved by a 
general appeal for publications, pamphlets, periodicals, docu- 
ments, reference-works, and any literature bearing upon Jewish 
history and on Anglo-Jewish oy 7! in particular. All works 
obtained will be entered in the Library in the donor's name 
or in that of any person whom he desires to commemorate. It 
is confidently hoped that generous help will be forthcoming, so 
that by the time the building is re-established the literary equip- 
ment will be at hand, and the services that the Library has 
provided for so long may be resumed without delay. 
Accommodation for the reconstituted Library has been pro- 
vided in a safe area outside London. Packages should be 
addressed to “ The Mocatta Collection,” c/o Dr. Charles 


Singer, Kilmarth, Par, Cornwall, and marked clearly with the . 


name and address of the sender. They will be acknowledged 
immediately they are received, but unless specially desired will 
remain unopened until the Library is reassembled in London. 
It would be found convenient if donors would send a cover- 
ing letter indicating what is in each parcel. We may add that 
if you desire to send a monetary gift, works urgently needed 
by the Library could be purchased and entered in your name. 
We would venture to remind you, too, of the possibility of 
testamentary disposition in favour of the Library.

Each gift will. be symbolic of our determination to reply to 
the savageries of Nazi force by assuring the survival of the 
intellectual activities that this Library has served for the past

ARE JEWISH WOMEN SLACKERS? 


You published a very relevant commentary on Miss End- 
binder’s most interesting letters when you referred to the 
soldiers “who never thought Jewish women would turn 
out on cold nights to bring comforts to the troops.” It is 
painfully obvious that with certain honourable exceptions 
Jewesses of the more prosperous classes do not take any 
part in real social work, particularly among non-Jews, where 
it would serve a double purpose. Work in clinics, feeding 
centres, etc., would help to destroy some of the most 
harmful and dangerous popular misconceptions about the 
Jewish people and the present time offers a tremendous 
opportunity for dispelling error. The running of charitable 
functions and raising large sums of money by entertain- 
ments, public or private, are no doubt useful, but they 
do not meet the needs of a serious situation; unfortunately 
this seems to be the total conception of the social duty 
of Jewish womanhood in most cases. There are still far 
too many whose vision is limited to the card-table and 
to whom the war has merely meant moving the usual 
“four” from town to country. Our men are fighting: 
surely our women too can take a larger and more active 
part in the battles on the home front.—Syam Prinsky, 51, 
The Oval, West Hartlepool. 


A PIECE OF GAUCHERIE 


As a striking instance of how not'to do a thing, or of 
how to do it in a manner that is bound to cause ill-feeling, 
1 desire to draw your attention to the following incident 
which occurred last Monday. During the press conference 
at which Mr. Wendell Willkie faced a very large gathering 
of journalists, and just when we were all quite a happy party 
and enjoying the charm of Mr. Willkie’s replies to our 
bombardment and appreciating the astuteness of his genial 
evasions, a young man, a total stranger to me, butted in 
with a demand, in very bad English, for his opinion on 


Zionism. The question was resented by many who heard © 


it, and ignored by Mr. Willkie. Subsequently, I felt 
justified in telling the young man that his query was ill- 
timed and calculated to do harm. His retort proved my 
estimate of him and his indiscretion to be correct. The 
young man asked, was I an anti-Zionist and did I not know 
that Zionism was one of the most important questions in 
the world? I can treat with contempt his hasty—and stupid 
assumption that I am anti-Zionist. But surely, it was a 
woeful lack of tact to put such a question, at such a time 
and in such a manner, and to expect, in the circumstances, 
a valuable or useful reply from any person of standing. 
I would not mention the matter but for the unfortunate fact 
that I was made to understand that this episode is regarded 
as due to a particular obsession that brings us Jews into 
distinct disfavour—Mr M. J. Lanna, London, E.C.4. 


HOW TO DEAL WITH ANTI-SEMITES 


I am in full agreement with Mrs. Keene’s letter on this 
subject Jast week. ‘It is to be hoped that there are many 
more Jewish mothers like her. Although anti-Semites are 
in a minority, I think anti-Semitism is gaining ground in 
this country. The weeds have been allowed to grow too 
long, and our Defence has been too passive. Years ago, 
aS a member of a sub-committee doing Defence work, | 
advocated a more militant attitude I never had any sym- 
pathy with our speakers who alluded to their Fascist 
hecklers as “My friend on the right” or with similar 
phrases. A more aggressive attitude would have been 
more effective, and a reply to the Fascist in the language of 
the Fascist, but intelligently done instead of in the stupid 
Fascist style, would have appealed better to the doubter. 
We Jews should be alive to the possibility that a reverse 
in the operations of war might give the chance for Fascist 
agitation. I myself had some experience of this the day 
after the “Fire of London.” It is my firm belief that 
the Strongest and best-equipped Jewish committee should 
be created to watch the situation during and after the war.

HELPFUL CHRISTIAN CRITICISM 


The present Pope, like his predecessor, has insisted that 
nationalism and racial pride were contrary to the teach- 
ings of Christ. That was a fine and forthright declaration. 
But how can we account for the silence of the Pontiff in 
the bitterness and distress of recent times? Where is the 
Pope's condemnation of Italy's entry into this war, and 
how did it ever come about that troops being sent to fight 
in Greece (just as some little time previously troops being 
sent to Spain) were blessed by him? Truly, there can be 
only one explanation. The Church which, centuries ago, 
was ready to martyr others “to save their souls,” is not 
willing to martyr itself to-day to save its own soul. Yet 
the cause is greater now than ever it was. In a world 
in which pagan and heathen cults are daily becoming 
stronger, the example of a clergy fighting boldly and openly 
for the sanctification of God's name would give courage 
and faith to millions of downtrodden people for whom 
the future now holds no hope. The Jewish people have 
played the réle of martyrs long enough. They are still 
doing it to-day, and they are proud that their martyrdom 
(disregarded at the time) was the first protest against those 
European butchers whom the Church has now, belatedly 
and grudgingly, recognised as the arch-enemies of 
Christianity. Therefore, when a sincere Christian begins 
making accusations against the Jewish people, even if they 
are made in a constructive spirit, and come from friends 
with the best of motives, I cannot help feeling like saying, 
“The Jewish people are in a miserable plight. In practically 
every corner of the globe they are being persecuted. 
Thousands have died in the present.conflict and in the 


years that preceded it." A million more lie prostrate under 
the Nazi lash in many lands. Supposing all the accusa- 
tions and criticisms you make were true—and I affirm that 
they are not—is this the time to make them? The Jewish 
people are in need of friends, true friends, who will help 
them in the unequal struggle with their (and, incidentally, 
Christianity’s) foe, anti-Semitism. Criticisms and accusa- 
tions we may safely leave to the enemy; he will bring 
forward all of them and many more that we could never 
think of.”"—Tue Rev. Aron Conen, Laburnum House, 
Tredegar, Mon.

We were pleased to note in your editorial on Jewish 
Religious Education the hope you éxpressed that the pro- 
posed conference of the Joint Religious Emergency 
Committee may serve the vital purpose of “ Educating” 
adults.

A.J.Y. REVIEWS BOYS’ CLUB 
POSITION 


Units for Air Training Scheme 


{From our Clubs Correspondent] 


The meeting of the Boys’ Divisional Committee of the 
Association for Jewish Youth, held last week, provided 
impressive confirmation of the Association's vow to do all 
in its power to inspire the Boys’ Clubs to carry on as long 
as possible. 

en clubs were represented and the number of delegates 
present—about 24—was larger than that of most pre-war 
meetings. 

The new Government Air Training Scheme for the 16-18- 
year-olds, which provides pre-enlistment training for the Royal 
Air Force, was discussed with approval and some clubs decided 
to take steps to form units. 

The position of each affiliated club was reviewed and was 
found, generally, to be very creditable. It was felt that were 
it not for lack of personnel, much more might have been donc. 

The general belief of the meeting was summed up by the 
Chairman, Mr. Douglas Schofield, when he said “ we need 
vision to advance and widen now to prepare for the peace that 
is to come or the peace might well prove to be as tragic as 
the war itself.” 

Perhaps the best evidence that the A.J.Y. is indeed “widening 
and advancing now ™ is to be found in two events that took 
place on the day of the meeting. Stamford Hill Boys’ Club 
added to it that day a Girls Club, and the Cambridge and 
Bethnal Green Boys’ Club went into new premises at 95-97, 
Cheshire Street, These premises originally housed the 
Webbe Institute, but [ am told the “C. and B.” boys them- 
selves have worked miracles. in making the building more 
clubable. 

I wrote recently that the activities of the AJY. affiliated 
clubs were being handicapped by lack of blast-proof compart- 
ments. A helpful decision has, I understand, now been made 
by the authorities. They are prepared to provide air-raid 
shelters in boys’ and girls’ clubs, and to install bunks; and 
although certain limitations will be placed on the use of the 
shelters these should not prove irksome to club leaders and 
members. 

A prepertios of the bunks will be set aside for emergency 
use by the A.R.P. authorities. The shelters will be treated as 
official pyblic air-raid shelters and admission will be by ticket. 
Quite naturally, club members will be given preference when 
tickets are issued. This might enable certain clubs to be 
even more active than they have been in the past. 


NEW HOME FOR “ CAMBRIDGE AND 
BETHNAL GREEN” 


The opening ceremony of new premises for the Cam- 
bridge and Bethnal Green Boys’ Club at 95-97, Cheshire 
Street, E.2, was performed last week by the Club's former 
Hon. Secretary, Colour-Sergeant George M. Lotinga. 

Over eighty members attended. Mr. Harry Titchener, the 
Club's present Hon. Secretary, read encouraging messages from 
Brigadier-General Sir Wyndham Deedes and Dr. J. J. Mallon. 
Short speeches were made by old managers and by Mr. Hugh 
Kenyon, of Oxford House, and Mr. David Mellows, Hon. 
Secretary of the AJ.Y. | 

So far 100 boys have joined and it is expected the membership 
will rise to 150 active members. The Club is open every night of 
the week from 6. to 9.30 p.m., whether there are air-raid warn- 
ings or not.

They have 
not been disheartened by certain war-time experiences the Club 
has already had, and the Club is crowded every night 

All boys, whether members or not of the old Club, will be 
warmly welcomed. The Club's aim is to give as many boys as 
possible recreation and relaxation from the arduous times in 
which we live.

WELFARE OF OXFORD YOUTH © 
New Club That Should be Supported 


(From our Clubs Correspondent} 


The recently formed Oxford Jewish Youth Club, at 95, 
Walton Street, Oxford, has, I notice, “ borrowed ” for duration 
of war at any rate, the motto of the Stepney Jewish Lads’ 
Club, “ The Club for All and All for the Club.” It has also 
“ borrowed,” for use as Chairman, Mr. Alan Silverman, who 
was, and still is, I believe, editor of the Stepney Club Magazine 
and one of its most useful members. I am sure “ Stepney “ 
will not begrudge “‘ Oxford“ the use of its inspiring motto 
and the help of one who has proved himself a first-class 
clubman. 

The Oxford Community has, if at all, hardly heard about 
the new youth club. In September, the normal Jewish popula- 
tion had increased by between 3,000 to 4,000 Jews. A propor- 
tion of these later left the district, but it is estimated that there 
are still about 2,000 Jewish evacuees in Oxford. About 650 
of them are young Jewish boys and girls, many of whom 
were members of A.J.Y. clubs and other Jewish social societies 
in London. It was apparent to those who have the interests 
of youth at heart that these young people must be given 
something to replace all that their former clubs had meant to 
them. Largely on the initiative of Mr. Silverman, who had 
been in consultation with Mr. Mellows, of the AJ.Y., and 
with the assistance of the resident Minister, the Rev. J. Wein- 
berg, a meeting was held at the Synagogue in December and 
a Committee formed. The first month of the Club has been 
an experimental period. Now there is to be a meeting, on 
Sunday, and more permanent arrangements are to be planned. 

Most of the Committee are very youne people. Are they 
able to run the organisation efficiently? The answer is yes: 
most of them have -had experience at well-run clubs like 
Stepney and “ Hackney.” They have, I understand, already 
done exceptionally well, in spite of lack of equipment. The 
Club is considering applying for affiliation to the AJ.Y. The 
local non-Jewish authorities appear to have given quite a help- 
ing hand. Through the assistance of the Principal of the Schoo! 
of Technology, St. Ebbes, an excellent hall in the School has 
been made available at a nominal rent for the Club to meet 
in every Saturday evening, so the members have been able to 
enjoy a weekly social evening consisting of indoor games and 
dancing to a hired radiogram. On Sundays, the Club meets 
at the Methodist Church building, 95, Walton Street, which 
also houses the Jewish Communal Centre, where one or two 
rooms have been placed at its disposal at a rent of £21 a year. 

These. young people are entitled to expect support from the 
Oxford Jewish Community, the parents of the children, whether 
in Oxford or in London, the A.J.Y., etc. Will that support 
be forthcoming? Members there are in plenty. Quite a num- 
ber of Jewish boys and girls who do not attend the Club 
(it has littl in the way of provided entertainment at the 
moment) are to be found at public dances. There is no other 
active Jewish youth club in Oxford to my knowledge. Here, 
surely, is a first-rate opportunity to get one going.

PRAYERS 
BY AUNTIE 
Tow most natural way of expressing 

our emotions is by means of Prayer. 
It is a heart-to-heart talk with God, 
and expresses either the joy that is in our 
heart or tells of our distress or sorrow. 
As Lessing says, “ A single grateful thought 
towards heaven is the most complete 
prayer.” Should we have been granted some 
great wish or have escaped from some 
terrible ‘danger we want to express our 
feclings and in doing so we turn to Prayer. 
Our Rabbis teach us that pravers are 
always most efficacious when said on 
behalf of other people. They inted out 
that “ the Lord turned the captivity of Job,” 
when he prayed for his friends. Unselfish- 
ness in prayers as well as in daily life 
deserves the highest praise. 


THe Grace Arrer MEALS 


The Benschen or Grace after Meals is one 
of the most beautiful of prayers: It is 
certainly long but, as the Talmud says, 
“whoever enjoys anything of this world 
without saying a blessing is as though he 
robbed the Holy One, Blessed be He.” 
Read through this prayer for yourself and 
see how much it contains—we pray for the 
land that it might give us food, we pray 
for work, that we might not have to eat 
the bread of charity, and we ask a blessing 
for our dear parents. Altogether it is a 
prayer which should be said with gratitude 
and thankfulness. 


THe SHEMA 


The YOW is the morning and evenin 
prayer of all of us Jews. it was part o 
the regular service in the Temple and be- 
came the custom in the Synagogue. This 
also will repay a few minutes spent in 
reading it at leisure. It promises us that if 
we are obedient to God, rain will fall at 
the right time, our crops will grow, and both 
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animals and men will prosper. It also con 
tains the command from God to wear 
Tsitsith and Tefillin. The whole prayer 
sums up in a short way the duties of the 
Jewish religion and the unity of God. 


THe AMIDAH 


Perhaps the prayer best known to you is 
the Amidah, so called because it is said 
standing, from the Hebrew verb “TOY, 
to stand, In Synagogue we first say it 
silently and then the Reader repeats it 
aloud. It is also called WY M3IOW. or 
18 Blessings, because its daily form con- 
sisted at first of 18 different blessings. This 
prayer is altered according to the various 
occasions and only the first and last three 
blessings are always the same, whilst the 
centre part differs according to whether it 
is Sabbath or Festival, 


THe KIDDUSH 


I have not much space to tell you about 
the beauty of many of our prayers, but the 
Kiddush on Friday evenings, I think, 
deserves special mention. This Kiddush, or 
sanctification of the Sabbath, although said 
in the Synagogue, is really part of our 
home service and an essential part of our 
Sabbath and Festival meals. Wine, pro- 
duced freely in Palestine, was a blessing 
and always drunk on special days. Each 
man probably grew his own vine. and its 
pa was regarded as a gift from heaven to 

enjoyed with the other good things that 
were grown on the land. 


Wry We Pray in 


Perhaps you are asking why we pray in 
Hebrew? ou argue that it is a dead lan- 
guage and you cannot understand it and it 
would be better to pray in the language of 
the country in which you dwell. The cus- 
tom of using Hebrew ts a very ancient one; 
even when Ezra and the men of the Great 
Synagogue fixed the prayers, many of the 

ople at that time spoke Aramaic or 

ersian as they had been born during the 
Captivity. 

One main reason why we pray in 
Hebrew is that it is the great bond of 
brotherhood in Israel. It was our language 
when we occupied a proud position in the 
world. It was the language spoken by all 
our ancestors and if you remember it was 
the sign by which Joseph made himself 
known to his brothers. 

So from every point of view, study your 
Prayer-Book and say your prayers in 


the Sacred Language.

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Equality in Education? 


Not so easy as it sounds: Factors 
which are seldom thought of—and 
how they affect the question. 


HERE havebeen many pious aspirations 

recorded on the ideal state of society it 

is hoped to build up after the present 
orgy of destruction has come to an end. And 
running through all the demands for social 
justice which are so insistently put forward, 
there is the one that every child should 
have his chance of developing according 
to his abilities and his talents. 

There is really nothing new in this idea. 
The armies of Napoleon boasted that every 
drummer-boy carried a Marshal's baton in 
his knapsack, and in the democratic United 
States the idea that every little boy born 


Practical work for citizens 
there might one day come to grace the 
White House has become a sort of staple 
of nursery stories. 

But in practice how do these ideas work 
out? What has been the effect in ordinary 
life of the increased opportunities that have 
surmounted, first, the barriers of rank and 
class, and latterly have gone a great way 
towards surmounting the economic barriers 
that took the place of the feudal obstacles 
to fame? 


Generalisations Mislead 


As in so many other instances, the broad 
generalisations of theorists are often as 
misleading as they are unhelpful. The 
notion that mankind is composed of a 
majority of highly talented and highly pur- 
posed individuals, prevented only by 
material difficulties from giving to the 
world their quota of valuable effort, is un- 
fortunately far from the truth. 

Again, the over-simplification which 
asserts that a patent medicine can cure 
every ill Of mankind ts as unfortunately 
far from the truth politically as ts 
medically. A healthy constitution is built 
up by constant care and attention over many 
long months and years, and any aberration 
cannot be righted by a dose of a magical 
elixir. It is precisely similar with educa- 
tion, which, after all, is the application to 
man’s mind and his character of an ex- 
tended form of that constant care and self- 
sacrificing love which are really implicit in 
good parenthood. 


Dangerous Half-Truth 


But, says the theorist, this whole prob- 
lem is now merely a question of economics, 
and the parent who can afford to give his 
child an adequafe upbringing and educa- 
tion is placed in a much more favourable 
position than the parent who can ill afford 
to do so. Again this objection is but half 
the truth; and a dangerously misleading 
half at that. For the ability of a given 
parent to afford in actual cash the educa- 
tion of its child cannot be divorced from 
the efforts that parent is prepared to make 
to acquire the necessary cash for the 
purpose. | 

Fundamentally, the responsible parent by 
the very fact of his responsibility auto- 
matically presents his child with the touch- 
stone to success in life. But that precious 
gift is only bestowed with the utmost 


gradualness through a long and tedious pro- 
cess of upbringing and the inculcation from 
birth onwards of steady, responsible, and 
consistent habits, and of a mind trained to 
reason. 

In this country, the turning-point in 
social history probably came with the efforts 
of one remarkable schoolmaster, Dr. 
Arnold, who, in the teeth of violent opposi- 
tion and constant opprobrium, began at a 
famous public-schoo] to try to influence the 
characters of his pupils in addition to giving 
them the lessons that had until then been 
concerned exclusively with feeding their

minds. His example in time inspired the 
much-maligned Victorian upper classes, 
with the result that social justice has 
reached a higher level in Great Britain 
than in any other country in the world. 

The great Anglo-Jewish families who 
grew up contemporaneously with Dr. 
Arnold were quick to assimilate his lessons, 
with the result that we have had for two or 
three generations now Jewish families in 
this country who have looked upon their 
positions, their wealth, and their abilities 
as a sacred trust which they must administer 
untiringly for the benefit and wellbeing of 
their less fortunate brethren. 


Tradition of Public Work 


Of recent years, the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity has allowed itself to be crowded off 
the map from a Jewish point of view 
because of the tragedies that have befallen 
Jewish Communities in other lands. But 
it should be borne in mind that there has 
been for the last hundred vears a consiani 
and consistent effort by a group of Anglo- 
Jewish families and that their tradition of 
public work has been carefully handed 
down trom parents to children. At the risk 
of being dubbed reactionary, I cannot help 
feeling that something on these lines as 
applied to the general community must 
have been present in the mind of a recent 
military man whose observations have given 
rise to sO much controversy and indignant 
protest, 

Are the feckless, the selfish, and the non- 
caring homes ever likely to produce the type 
of selfless public worker, such as Miss Lily 
Montagu or Mrs. Alice Model? Will the 
example of parents whose first and most 
passionate desire is to enjoy themselves 
ever make possible such sacrifice of a young 
man's life for mankind as was shown by, 
for instance, the late Denzil Myer who was 
killed in the last war? 


The Conclusion 


It comes therefore to the uncomfortably 
pedestrian conclusion that good parents are 
essential before the most glittering of 
educational prizes can be of any avail, And 
before any real measure of equality in 
education can ever become operative, 
parents themselves must rededicate them- 
selves to the sacred privileges they have 
undertaken as trustees of mankind.

“A MAJOR SIN” 


M. Jan Masaryk, the Czech Foreign 
Minister, and son of the late ‘President 
Masaryk, Czechoslovakia’s “ Liberator,” ts 
well known for his uncompromising cham- 
pionship of Jewish rights. A recent state- 
ment made by him at a luncheon of the 
National Defence Committee in London 
must surely be one of the most pointed 
denunciations of anti-Semitism made by 
any Statesman in recent years. He said: 

“ The treatment allotted to so-called non- 
Aryans by Hitler is, to my mind, the most 
shocking of all his misdeeds... . Why am 
mentioning it? Because, occasionally 
notice certain symptoms of that beastly men- 
tality fh democratic countries. There is noth- 
ing easier than to blame all your trotbles on a 
small minority. We all have our faults: I am 
full of them, but to sympathise, even remotely, 
with Streicher and Co., at a time when that 
poor race is being crucified, is, in my estima- 
tion, a major sin.”

Jewish Cookery

POTATOES 


AS a supper dish a piping hot baked 
potato takes a lot of beating. Choose large 
potatoes of even size, scrub very thoroughly, 
prick with a fork and bake in a moderate 
oven till cooked—an hour or longer 
according to size. The simplest way to 
serve them is as you take them from. the 
oven, and after opening the potatoes let 
each individual add a knob of margarine 
and a spoonful of grated cheese. 

Or when cooked, the potatoes can be cut 
through in halves, removing some of the 
pulp, and keeping the skin intact. Mash this 
pulp free of lumps, season with salt and 
pepper, add a little margarine or dripping 
and any of the following’ ingredients: 
smooth over with a knife and return to the 
oven till thoroughly hot. Suggested fillings: 

Curry powder or mixed herbs: flaked 
smoked fish, tinned salmon, or any fresh 
cooked fish flavoured with anchovy essence; 
minced salt or smoked beef, tonguc, or cooked 
sausage, allowing | tablespoonful meat and 
+ teaspoonful each dripping and chopped 
parsley to each potato. 
Potatoes and Artichokes with Caper Sauce 


THis is another excellent light supper 
dish. Use equal quantities of potatoes and 
artichokes and cook till just tender. Cut 
into slices or cubes, put into a fireproof 
dish, pour over the sauce, sprinkle with 
browned crumbs, dot with margarine, and 
bake in a moderately hot oven for 30-40 
minutes, 

For the sauce: tor }. pint sauce sufficient 
for a dish for 4 or 5 people, melt 1 oz. 
margarine, stir in a piled tablespoonful 
flour, and when quite smooth, gradually 
add 1 gill water in which the artichokes 
were cooked, and 1 gi!l milk. Stir till boil- 
ing, season with salt and pepper, and add 
2 teaspoonsful chopped capers and 1 tea- 
spoonful vinegar. 

N.B.—When cheese is available this can 


— 


be substituted for the capers. Allow 2 table- 
spoonfuls, stir into the sauce, reserving a 
little to sprinkle over the top, and omit the 
vinegar. 
Curried Potatoes 

Cooked potatoes, 1 Ibs.: 1 onion or leek: 
margarine or dripping, | oz.: flour, } o7z.; 
curry powder, 2 teaspoonfuls: chutney, 2 
teaspoonfuls; vegetable stock, $ pint; vinegar, 
1 teaspoonful. 

Cir the potatoes into large cubes. Chop 
the onion, melt margarine, fry onion a 
golden brown; then add flour and curry 
powder, and fry a few minutes longer. 
Gradually stir in the stock, add vinegar and 
chutney, and stir till boiling: add salt to 
taste and simmer for 15 minutes. Add 
potatoes and let them heat through, only 
simmering very gently about 10 minutes. 

Serve with a chopped well seasoned 
cabbage. 
N.B.-lf liked a few sultanas can be 
added to the curry sauce after it has boiled 
Pink Potatoes 
Potatoes, 2 Ibs.; 2 medium-sized beetroots ; 
margarine, | oz.; salt and pepper. 

Bou. beetroots whole until tender (about 
2 hours), taking care not to break the skins. 
When cooked, skin them, mash to a pulp, 
and rub through a sieve. While beets are 
cocking scrub potatoes and boil or steam 
in their skins. When cooked, peel them 
and mash free of lumps with the margarine.

MR. EDWIN FISHER’S ADDRESS 
The 46th ordinary general meeting of Barclays Bank, Limited, 
was held on Jagitxy 27 at the Head Office of the Bank, 
S4. Lombard S#reet, London, E.C.3. 

Mr. Edwin Fisher (Chairman), who presided, said that the 
Balance-sheet of the Bank for December 31, 1940, reflected the 
incorporation in thew figures of those of The Union Bank 
of Manchester Limited, which was amalgamated with Barclays 
Bank as from January 1, 1940. The Reserve Fund had been 
increased to £11,250,000, by bringing in the Reserve Fund of 
£500,000 of The Union Bank of Manchester Limited. 

Ihe total of the Current, Deposit, and Other Accounts of 
Barclays Bank had risen to the record figure of £546,914,676, 
against £461,376,448 at the close of 1939.

compared with the figure for 1939. This fall was not un- 
expected in view of prevailing conditions. In arriving at their 
decision to recommend the maintenance of the Dividends at 
the same rates as for the preceding year, the Directors had 
not been unmindful of the difficulties under which business 
had to be conducted, the extra expense that had to be met, 
and the uncertainties that were inevitable in war-time. 

Referring to the export trade, Mr. Fisher said that exports 
were always essential to Great Britain, and this was particularly 
sO to-day, when the country was at war.

It was encouraging to note that the Government, through 
the machinery of the Export Credits Guarantee Department, 
had gone a considerable way to help with many of the diffi- 
culties which lay in the path of the exporter in war-time. Mr. 
Fisher said that it was of paramount importance: that every 
effort should be made by our manufacturers and traders to 
keep their export prices on as competitive a basis as possible.

THE NATIONAL BUILDING SOCIETY 


A STEADY COURSE 


The 9lst angual general meeting of The National Building 
Socicty, held on January 24 at National House, Moorgate, 
London, E.C., was presided over by the Chairman, Mr. Stanley 
C. Ramsey, F.R.1.B.A. 

The Chairman said: For the past year the life of Britain 
and the Empire has been directed ever more sternly towards 
furthering the war effort, and in this concentration of energy 
Building Societies have played their part. Generally speak- 
ing, our policy has been one of prudent retrenchment, which 
has enabled us to conserve to the full the interests of our 
members; and to make substantial contributions, both directly 
and indirectly, to the cause we all have at heart. During a 
year of threatened invasion, which has brought savage aerial 
bombardment, widespread movements of population, and all 
the accompanying strain upon organisation and depleted staffs. 
our Society has pursued a steady course, successfully adapting 
long-tried methods to meet the urgent needs of to-day. 
Our best and clearest answer to the common enemy has been 
to carry on the business effectively. 

How successfully this has been done is shown by the Direc- 
tors’ report and accounts. The total of shares and deposits 
entrusted to us amounted to £31} millions at the time of the 
balance-sheet, an amount within £14 millions of the figure for 
1939, the highest we have held at any time. Mortgages in 
aggregate exceeded £32} millions, and here also the reduction 
from record figures was correspondingly small. A steady flow 
of new money still reaches the Society, fresh subscriptions and 
deposits during the year aggregating nearly £2} millions, a 
smaller figure than in recent years, but nevertheless quite con- 
siderable in view of other claims upon investment funds. 

Reference was made to the fact that only a small proportion 
of the _— affected by enemy action had been seriously 
damaged.

RECORD DEPOSITS 


Mr. Frederic Alan Bates, Chairman, presiding 
at the 110th annual general mecting of Martins 
Bank Ltd. at Liverpool on Tuesday, January 28, 
1941, said: 


The main changes in the accounts are in the 
deposits, Treasury deposit receipts, investments, 
and advances. Advances have been much 
reduced, offsetting the return upon _ largely 
increased deposits. Profits have been affected by 
heavy war-time expenses and increased taxation, 
but, notwithstanding, we have been able to show 
a small increase. At £891,029, they are some 
£15,000 more. A dividend of 7} per cent. paid in 
July it is proposed to repeat as a final dividend, 
again making 15 per cent. for the year. £100,000 
has been transferred to the staff pension fund, 
and in view of ‘the difficult times ahead we’ have 
considered it prudent to place £150,000 to reserve 
for future contingencies. We have. carried for- 
ward £347,772, being £17,023 more than last year. 


The bank's liquid position is maintained. Cash 
in hand and at the Bank of England amounted to 
£14.317,000, that is 11.55 per cent. of our 
deposits, which at the record level of £123,313,000 
are up by £12,893,000. Quick assets consisting of 
cash, money at call, balances with other banks, 
Treasury and other bills, and Treasury deposit 
receipts amount to £41,267,000, being 33.29 per 
cent, of our deposits. Further, the bank’s short- 
term investments amount to £11,006,000. 


We are taking a full share in financing the 
country’s war requirements. Investments stand at 
£45,628.000, an increase of £11,456,000. This 
increase, with our holdings of Treasury bills and 
deposit receipts, represents funds lent to the 
Government during last year. Our total holding 
of British Government securities, including 
Treasury bills and deposit receipts, is £53,173,000, 
a large percentage (actually 43 per cent.) of our 
deposits. In addition, a considerable part of our 
advances is given directly in connection with the 
production of war material. This is typical of 
what all the banks are doing in furtherance of the 
war effort. 


Advances show a decrease of £7,767,000, for 
reasons of which you are aware. The banks are 
eager to lend money, and are in a sound position 
to do so when the return to peace enables them to 
resume their normal functions. 


My closing words will be in appreciation of our 
staff in discharging their duties in very trying cir- 
cumstances. Ihe arrangements made at the outset 
of the war with such care to meet casualties among 
our offices and to avoid interruption of banking 
service to the public have worked admirably. This 
reflects the greatest credit on executive officers and 
staff, clerical and manual, of all ranks, but it will 
not be regarded as invidious if I make special men- 
tion of the lady members of the staff for the way 
they have devoted themselves to their duties, 
particularly in London and our other large 
centres which have suffered from bombardment. 
Our fire watchers and the staff who look after our 
premises have worked untiringly. I have recently 
visited a number of our branches in areas which 
have had to meet bombing attacks, and am proud 
to say that everywhere I found the spirit of the 
staff excellent. 


We have now 607 members in the Forces. We 
wish them a safe return, and promise them a warm 
welcome when they come back to their duties in 
the bank at the conclusion of a victorious peace.
